_Jks a general rule sanples of hair taken from the ends of a long 
strand of hair are of a lighter shade than samples taken from clos¬ 
er to the base. It is also a-faot th; t a small sample of hair, con¬ 
sisting of only a few strands, when compared with a lorget sample, 
of hair from the same head, will almost always look-lighter in 
oolor, especially if 'Ae hair is of-a—light shade. Attached here¬ 
to is “a small sample of hair v/hioh I myself out from a persons head 
today. Examination of this sample s' ows that one end is muoh light- 
_sr_ln color than the other end,the light oolorod end (a slightly 
reddish oolor) being the extremity-of the hair and the darker brown 
oolored being the end next the soalp. I-have seen many oasss like 
this,and some in which the variation in oolor was even more maiked

him there,as per his request. He told me that Prank's side had 
gotten hold of that scrape at the penoll faotory about drinking;

I saw her in the 
Jail a lramber of. times after./that. I never talked with Annie Maud 
Carter about all of my affaire. I never dlsoussed my oase with 
Annie Maud Carter. At one time she tried to talk to me about the 
oase,and asked what I expeoted they would do with me, and I told her 
I didn't know. It is not true that I told Annie Maud Carter that 
only God knew who did the murder ; nor did I tell her that 1 was so 
near guilty that I felt lost_and that I had lost all hope. I did 
not have all donfidenoe in her„nor tell her any seorets. I was 
warned by a negro named Fred Perkersoh,who was also a prisoner in 
Jail,that Annie Maude Carter was orooked. She had told me that the 
first man she ever jut anything to do with was a Jew end that she - 
oould count the negroes she had ever had anything to do with. S.he

did suggest to me that she would marry me rigit here in the Jail if 
l would oonaent. She talked to me usually through the bars of my 
cell door, whioh was usually kept looked. It is not true that during

to her if she would marry me* I did not tell her that I. murdered 


Mary Phagan; nor did. I tell hsr that it was so plainly shown on Mr'. 
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Prank that I lot It go that w«y;nor did I tell her that I ama Mr. 
Prank both had oonneotioa with the girl:or that I lied when she 
qlaims that I--said that Mr.Prank had connection with the girl, 
ldld not make any statement like that to her, nor did I tell her 
that I done It all by myself* and never to say anything about It.

would not let me dl so.; nor did I tell Annie Maud Carter that I ppt

He would some¬ 
times "bring than into my cell wing at night and throw them in on 
my bunk and tell feb that Andie Maud Carter had sent them to me. At 
one time I saw him throw her a note from the seoond floor, where he 
was standing, immediately in front of Mr,Frank's oell and Annie 
wiude threw the note to me. I have been bo^thered by people ooming 
into my oell wing; sometimes Deputy Roberts would bring people in 
as if. he were showing them the heating system, and lots of tildes 
when he would oome in art go out he would leave the oell wing door 
open or unlooked, and others would oome in.

I knew Dr .Wren,a white prisoner who was also serving a Jail sentence 
and who jras-also a trusty prisoner. He roomed in the hospital on the 
|6 fifth floor and had charge of the mddlolne r oom_onlih«-fifthfirmr-.—un 
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He helped the Counly Phyeiolan and had oharge of the si ok and the 
. giving out of mediolne while .the County Physioian was not present* 

He had aooBss to all the ihside-part of the jail, inoludlng the oell 
wing of Jim Conley* I have, seen him in Conley's oell wing quite 
often and have seen him oarry Conley something to eat from the 
Deputy's table, where Dr .Wren usually ate. I have heard Dr.Wren 
telling Sonley,that he had been tried, that he(Oonley) oould take 
this murder on himself and that this would free Hr.Prank and that 
they would never try Conley any more for it, after he had onoe been 
tried. Conley would not agree to do this. Dr .Wren talked to Fred 
kerson and myself several times and tried to get us to agree to 
go to Conley's oell and oome out and dLalm that Conley had oonfeased 
to us. He said he would get lots of money from the Jews to do this. 

Dr .Wren would talk to us, usually when Mr.Si 11 Aland would go to tl» 
front to get hie dinner.

Jake Jacobs, 
a man who rune a pawn ehop at 120 Deactur street, Atlanta, 
Georgia. T. personally know that my husband, Aaron Allen,has 
been pawning things with Jaoobs at 120 3 catur street, Atlanta 
Georgia, for about two or three years. Sometime about six 
months or more ago, I have forgotten the exact time, Allen 
left Atlanta."He was "sick in Indianapolis, and write me he 
wanted to come home.

I didn’t ask him how he was going to bring 
him home, or Why, but I stated to him that if he brought Allen 
home I would see that he got his pay. I -did not know anything: 
more about the matter until I saw Allen on last Eriday April 
24th at about 12 0 'c lock. _ 

Aaron Allen testified by affidavit as follows: 

I am making this affidavit for use op the hearing of 
the extraordinary motion for new trial of Leo M. Frank. 1 am 
a negro, having been born in Alabama. 1 lived in Atlanta,Ga., 
off and on for the laet nineteen yearo. I have done some 
work as a detective for the police officials of the City of 
.Atlanta^—and am w ell known ;o-Chief Lanford._Mr._Harry_Seott, _ 
the Pinkerton man, and Mr. John Blaok, city deteotive, put 
' me eoon after Mary Phagan was murdered into.the oell with Newt 
Lee, and instructed me to do all I could to find out who 
murdered M a ry Phagan. They wanted to know what Kewt Lee knew, 
and-told me that if Mewt .Lee was guilty they wanted te know 
it. They said to be mighty particular about everything,1 did 
or eal_d because they wanted nothing but the truth and didn’t -1- 
want to ewear anybody»g ijf* aw 
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X left Atlanta of my free will and accord and went North. 
I wae in Indianapolis, Indiana, for about six months sick.I 
wae under th« care ef the city diepeneary there, being unable 
to work, and wae being oared for ae a stranger. I hare Juet 
this day been to eee a dootor here in Atlanta. He telle me 
that I have consumption and that I. cannot live long, and I 
promised him X Would go to the Battle Hill Sanitarium. 

A white man, who said that his name was "O'Neal" came 
to me in Indianapolis the 30th day of ^arch, 1914-, and said 
among other things, that he wanted me to gcr down to Chicago 
and catch a negro wEo wai sleeping - wi th some—white -woman and . 
gettin g all of her money. He didn't call him a "negro" but 
called him "a oolored gentleman". He also addressed me as 
"Ulster Allen"'. I caught him in two or three mistakes but I 
knew I had done nothing so I told him I would go on to Chi¬ 
cago or anywhere elee in the world he wanted me to go. X 
wanted to get away from where X wae and wanted to come to 
Atlanta and had a ticket to Atlanta at that time. Thie man 
took my ticket away from me and X went with him to Chicago. 

I remained in Chaoago five daye and wae paid $l|?.oo — 

and all expenses. I was paid by somebody connected with the 
William J. Burns detective agency in that town. When I first 
got there thie man sent me out to spsnd the night with a 
negro detective by the name of Bell. Thie.man Bell had a wife 
who looked'to me like.a white woman. Though I would not say 
she wae white woman I believe ehe wae white. They told me 
to go to a certain place, but then somebody met me and told 
me that wae the wrong plaOe, and at last they brought me in¬ 
to the Transportation Building into the offioe of William J. 


Burns. I qaw Mr. Burns' pioture hanging on the way, and I saw 
big offere of rewards. The rooms that I went into were on the 
6 th floor of the A raneportation building, and had the name of 
the Burns detective agenoy printed on the door. 1 didn't know 
what they wanted ttuTTof ana A. let* them do most of the talking. 
Af t e r I got ^up into the offioe 1 met William J. Bume him¬ 
self. He put everybody elee out of the room and thie; ie about 
what o ocurrtd between us: He asked me did 1 know my^gi fewanted 
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to eee me and how I wao feeling. He aeked me did 1 know 
Hr* Jacobs of Atlanta, He aeked me whether I wae elok enough 
to have a dootor, If I wae he would have one come In right 
. away, I eald "No t eir, not now". He went away Juet then and 
eent in Hr. Jake Jacobs, a-man who keepe a pawn ehop at 120 
Decatur et., Atlanta* Ga. hr. Jacobe shook hands with me and 
oalled me "Hr. Allen". (Mr. Burns called me Mr; Allen when 
he talked-to me too.) I aeked Mr. Jacobe: "Why do you call me 

Mr. Allen, now that you got up here too?" He told me I wae 

in a different country, and I wae Juet ae much here ae anybody 

else„-X-told him-?Well, 1 knew that". He said my wi£e wae 

wanting to* see me mighty bad. Mr. Jacobe asked me: "Why did 
you leave Atlanta?" I said: "Why, Mr. Jacobe?" He eaid; 

—"Your - wi fa told me that - the - detectives all told-her - to~keep 
Allen out of the city beoauee 'they are wanting him here". How 
came you to leave Atlanta", he aeked me again. "I left At- 
lant a of my free-will", I told him Jacobe eaid: "You know you 
are lying. I am a good mind to knock you over from thle ta¬ 
ble". 1 asked him "Why do you speak that way?" He answered, 
"Becauee you know you are lying. You were paid to go away from 
that place and you gave your wife $35«oo to pay her rent with 
and you pawned your things to me the day you left". He eaid, 

"You know who gave you that money for you to leave town- 

those i city detectives---and you won't tell it becauee you are 
afraid of them. You don't have to go back.down there. You 
are scared of them. How many tiraee have' I eeen John Black say 
'Oome here, you black eon of a bltoh' and elap your Jawe". I 
told him it wasn’t true that I had not been paid anything to 


leave at all.

J, Burns came in. He eaid at first: "Mr. Allen, the only 

thing we want of you is the' truth and nothing but the truth. 

You knoi when you said that you didn't know ahy of the par¬ 
ties personally-Jim Conley or Leo Prank or Newt Lee—that 

you is absolutely lying. You know then you say that you - had ~ 
|320 of your own honest, dean money, that you worked and 

ehoveled and'got hold of in Atlanta— that you are a dam lie? 






Hio Tolas was loud* "Why, Mr. Jacobs saye he has known you 
from five or six or ten years and never known you to have over' 
$20.bOi. Now, Mr. Allen I am sorry I said what I did but if 
• you will you can state the truth and nothing but the truth, 
and that is what we want out of you". He didn't-say the de¬ 
tectives gave me the money, then, but he eaid; "You know^oome- 
body gave you that money to leave town with and you are a 
liar every time you eay they didn't do it". 

When Mr. Jaoobs left Jar. Burns had a talk with me pri¬ 
vately. He asked me what did I know of she Mary Phagan case.I 
replied-; "Mr. Burns, do you want me to tell you the truth or 
to tell you a story"? He said; "llr. Allen we don't ask any¬ 
body to tell ue liee, but the plain truth". He said; "Now, 

Mr. Allen go -jahead, Just -state -to-me-what you Know about it", 

I replied again; "Mr. Burns, truth is the light, ain't it?" 

He said "Yes". I said: "I knows nothing aj» all about the lady 

getting killed, no more than I just heard". I says,- "I-wae- 

one time asked by Mr. Black, a city detective in Atlanta, Ga., 
-and also Mr. Harry Scott, a Pinkerton man I was charged to 
go down and get in the cell with Newt Lee and find out what 
Newt Xee had to say fully and in detail. I told him Newt said 
he was innocent. Then I went into detail and told him what 
happened about as -follows; 

"When ? get in the cell with fl ewt Lee in the city of Atlanta, 

I was in there, about 20 minutee, and I epoke to Sewt Lee

flret. I asked him what was his trouble. He replied to me 
that he had no trouble whatever, I says "Why are you in here,?" 

He asked me had I knowed about the white lady had got killed 
at the, penoll fautory. l told—him-no-, that I was a stranger ~ 
in town. In order to get in with "ewt Lee 1 told him a galse- 
hood about killing a white man. Lee told me that he hadn't 
done nothing and that he was innocent. Lee told me that he 
knowod nothing in the world concerning' what he wae put in 
there for, I_told -him-4f- A -wae-iiim I would tell thre truth,I 
wouldn't, lay here in jail, I would tell Just what I knowed 
•bout it. I said,"If you thought or knowed that white man 
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killed this girl with you working there’, end had yqju to help 
him do away with her, I would go up and tell the deteotivee 
so they would turn you out". He eald, "Lord have mercy, hueh,. 
you are trylng-fo get me in trouble, because Idon^t know noth¬ 
ing in the world about it, no more than 1 found the lady, and 
I hope and truet the -^ord will show everybody on earth who 
killed her. The Lord knows and deteotivee will know some day ■ 
just who killed the lady, becauee I am a innocent man". I 
“asked Lee who he thought killed this lady, asked why they had 

f 

to arrest tax him, becauee he found her. He answered and 
—told me he had no thoughts, and he didn't know, but he knowed 
one thing., that my boee, who wae over me, he acted very 
strange. He told me to come back at hqlf past three or four 
o'clook— 1 have forgotten what it wae, half past three or 

four- 1 did so, as he asked me to, and 1 oome back, he told 

® / 

me I was Just a few minutee early, or late (I forget which he 
said) but that was all right, and 1 did not begin work I could 
go on out In town and oome baok. Well, friend, I will say to 
you it looks mighty strange that hr. Prank oalled me up about 
7 or 8 o(clock, and asked me how was everything. He had never » 
called me and aeked me before. 1 thought that looked mighty 
suspicioue and strange, but as to what I know, brother-friend 

I don't know nothing, I don't know nothing. If they hang me, 

— \ 

or kill me, or turn me alooee, or do whatever they want 

i 

with me, it will be all right, because Lord knows, the deteo- 
tivea will know, everybody on earth will know that I know 
nothing concerning that lady getting killed". Newt'Lee was 
-taken out of the cell-from me, and when he come back I asked 
him where had he been. He told me they had taken him and 
put in the cell with Kr.“Prank. Isay, "Well, partner, you 
better make it up in yourmind to tell the truth and nothing 
buth the truth, because these white folks kill and lynch a 
nigger, whether he is guilty or not. If I knowed who killed 
her I would sure eay eo. I am going to tell the truth inmy 
case". He told me he_ didn’t kno,w. He eaid, *I'll tell you 
what did happen, Ur, Frank told me if I kept talking so much 
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unti l.ite going to get us both in trouble", i wa8 then 
taken out of the oell with Newt Lae and had a talk with Mr. 
Blaok and ohlef Lanford and Ur. Scott, and told them all I 
knjoii id that Newt Lee said. They told me to go ahead "We 
will see you again, Allen; if we need you, we will let you 
knpw*. I was then never aeked any further questions ajjy 
more in that oaee by none of the detectives or any of the of- 
un f i wae questioned by detective %a. Burns, Ur. 
O'Neal,, Mr. Ja>t* Jacobs and Charley loom, in the city of 
Chicago, Ill., April-2nd. 

Wh4n 1 sot through this s tatement■ Mr. Burns aeked me 
what was my opinion about the case altogether. I told him I 

-had no fixad_opin£on-about "the oaee, that I knowed nothing 

concerning the oaee, that-i- wdsn't implicated and never work¬ 
ed in the case but one night and half of a day. He asked me 
how much money was I promised to go down in the cell. I told 
m not moneyuwas promised to me, that Hr. Black told me 
that he would see that I got paid for my work, but he had not 
paid me a penny up to that time. 

After 1 had seen Burns the first time, and before 1 saw 
him the last time a negro boy who was called in the offioe of 
Mr * Burn0 » Mr. Bell, and who was one of Burns' men, told me 
that he ’wouldn't.tell any story for Mr. Charley Isom or Mr. 
Jacobs or anybody on earth, if he was in my place. Bell told 

talk with Charley Isom. I knew Charkpji 
Isom in Atlanta. After Burns talked to me the last time then 
Charley sea oame. I had been up to Burns's office going on 
the third—day-^before-I sora-came. After : saw Burns the second 
-time- they turned me over to isom. The following is what oo- 
ourred between myself and Isom after I Had been there about 
three days and had already seen Burbs Twioe;

was giad to ee# me wwMoalledme "Mr. Allen". I asked him

_did_he call mt- "Mr. AUtnr"-,—anV hw^said-"Bverybody puts the 
ster in this part of the-.oountry., so they iay". He 
told at that he. come after me and I would have to go with 
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*r- After he had teased me along, he to}.d me he wae Jus't 
.. teasing and Joking with me, and he wae going to tell me the 
faote and the truth, and he wae working for Mr. Burne, and 
asked me why did I leave Atlanta, I told him I left there of 
my own free will. He eaye, "They all eay around there that 
you was paid to leave Atlanta, two or three hundred dollare, 
ie that the fact"? I told him, "No, sir". He said, "No need 

of lying to me. Me andyou have been friende; I have done you 

plenty of favore, and you have done me some, how come you 
oan't tell me the truth"? He eaye, "I don't want you td tell 
nothing but the truth. You know you wae in the cell with 
Conley. We want you to tell the truth about being in the cell 

with Conley". I told him, no, I wae not, I didn't know Con¬ 

ley, never had seen Conley. "Well", he eaye, "to make the 
etory long and short, I'll tell you, Allen, let'e get down 
to bueineee. You know Jim Conley, and he hae already got a 
year conviotion, and that Jew is already convicted to break 
hie neck, and between you and me I'll tell you what they 
heard down there, whether it'e true or not, that you did 
find out from Conley in the cell, that he did tell you he 
dcll led that - gir l, and your statement was going to be againet 
Conley, and they gave you three or four hundred dollare, and 

run you-out of town. I o that "true or not?"-1 told him, "B 

"No eir, ". He eaye, "Have you ever told the truth"? I 
toldhim yee. "Did you ever tell a lie"? I hemmed and hawed 
and finally I .told him. I had told funny talee, but when it 
come to ewearing a man'e life away I wouldn't like to tell a 

lie and no other science bueineee". He told me, "well, you 

tell 

have told a lie, and it didn't hurt you. I want you to tell 
t&is lie, but 1 am trying to show where, if you told all¬ 
kind of lies in this oaee, it wouldn't hurt you but would get 
you money". He eaye, "It ie a feather in your hat, would be 
a feather in my hat; probably you will have a Job ae long ae 

yoiu live-with theee people at -fche nate of |120 or #125 a-- 

mojith, and maybe I will, too. If I was you, 1 would go on - 
_and. tell, because tki • man Prank aint never going to walk on 
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the ground no more nohow, " eaye, "it ie only duet 1 8ave 
__ neok, that ie all. Don't you know I know that that man 
never will come clear". He eaye, "why don't you duet go ahead 
and make them feathere for me and for youreelf andgo ahead ad 
hje* go hack up the country if nedeeeary. Make an affidavit 
and get hold of them feathere, and if you think it ie.wrong, 
"go down there and change it. Conley made 5 or 6 changee, 
can't you change them". 1 told him 1 would just he telling a 
lie, heoauee I had never eeen Conley in my life. "If I waw to 
tell anything concerning Conley., I would he tell ng a otory, 
hecauoe I have never eeen him. " He eaye.,_"l_e_you going to 
do it?" Saye, "Give me your hando". I eaye, will give you 
my hand. I am going to tell the tru . 

So he left.me, and Mr. Burne told me "Mr. leom eaye 
that you are ready to tell the truth, and I am ready to talk 
■with you". He called hie stenographer and etarted off. 3n 
they got through dictating the matter he asked me, 'What was 
you ecared to talk about, why wae you ocared to talk?J 
thought you. was going to tell me eomething, and here you 
come telling the same old etory that wae printed in the papee 
and we knowed all that before hand. Now, don't you know that 

_- you-are scared of them oity detectives. I know that every 

colored man in the South hae got to he humble and stay in hie 
place." Burns eaye to me, ehaking hie finger in my face,"You 
know eomething". Thie wae after I had told him twice al¬ 
ready and told leom and told all’of them up two or three dif¬ 
ferent times during all the five daye that I etayed there, 
that I didn't one thing in the world exoept what I know. He 
—--- ±d j trowed eomething, and wouldn't tell him. 

When 1 got ready to leave, Mr. Burne told me, ehaking 
hande with me, that the only thing he regretted wae, he had 
handled two hundred thousand oolored men, -since he had been 
in the detective bueibeef "and had never eaw one what wouldnt 
tell the truth- but~you"-. -I ehaken hie hand, and told him, 
*well ? Mr. Burne, if I never see you no more, I hope some.day 
' -that the Lord will show to you that I have told you the truth 
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so far ao I know, bo help me God". He eaye, "That ia All 

right, I believe you are honest and straight, but you have 

- . 7 

made an affidavit down in that part of the country, and you 
are scared to tell what you know. I would take care of you, 
but ae it is- by- hope to see you again". 

One day I wae in one of the offices in Mr. Burne' 
place in the transportation building,, and there were several 

-of-Burne' men ln-there-.- -Thejr all went out and left me in 

there, and then they oalled me out into another room, and kept 
me for about 20 minutes, and then took me back in the big 
iroom. When I left that big room, there was no money in there 
that I saw. When I got back in that big room, there was no¬ 
body in there at all but myself, and I saw on—fche~table~edme~ 

. money, both greenbacks and silver. It wae lying up on the ta¬ 
ble v/here I couldn't help but eee it, and I wae left alone in 
thio room with this money about 20 minutes, and then a negro 
detective who called himself "Mr. Bell 1 *'came in. I did not touch 
the money and did not count it. I sat ofj^jand looked at that 
■ money and looked around and tried to see how much there wae 
' there, but I would not go near the table, because I thought 
somebody wae looking at me. The paper money wae stuck all 
-around,- and the sliver-money vae poured up,_on tup. of. it. It 
wae not-piled up, but just scattered like you had poured it 
out of a ea.ck, 

. I eat down in the presence of .William J. Burne and dictated— 
myself, an affidavit, to his stenographer^- and afterwards she 
brought it baok- toTne and -I read it over three times and 
signed it. I signed two pages, but-there we re four pages of 
dictation. I-ndidn't put anythinj — in that paper~exceptn,he 
absolute truth, and if he has got any paper that he claims I 
signed, stating anything except just like I have stated it in , 
this paper, it ie^ abeblutely untrue and they have changed it. 

If he put anything in that paper about me knowing anything ^ 
about Conley it ie falee, I didn't say it. After I signed 
the paper Burne said to some of hie men, I don't know who it 
,76.s, there vie re so many around there, "you had better just 
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pay Allen whatever he thinlfis he wants, or whatever Mr. O'Heal 
hae promieed him, and let him go on home, or wherev er he 
wante to go, because he won't tell the truth nohow. He knows 
something that would do us some good, but he is scared to 
tell it*. Then I left hie office with Mr. Bell, and he took 
me to the depot and he told me "on the way that he thought I 
was the wisest colored man he ever saw or met, in not telling 
no lies. He told me in the c presence of Mr. Burns that if he 
was me he wo uldn' t tell no lies. Wtlll, he buys me a ticket 
from Chicago to Indianapolis, Ind., and told me he wished 1 
would get well and do well, and to always stick and tell-the— 
truth, that it would always be better for a.colored man in 
the long run. He said he certainly was afraid that Mr. Isom 
and Mr. Jacobs was going to make me tell the wrong tale, and 
he said he was certainly glad that I didn't do it, and believed 
1 had done my part, end I shook hands with him and told him 
good bye and got on the train, and I haven't heard any more 
from him. 4 

I remained in Indianapolis two weeks or more. then I 
went to Cincinnati, Rnd from Cincinnati I went baok to Indian¬ 
apolis, and then I oome from Indianapolis to Atlanta. 

After -I -got- lo Atlanta, G< the first man I saw who 
asked me anything about this case was Mr. Jacobs, before I 
reached -home . 1-Ie 'told me to come in, that he wanted to eee 
me. He asked me if I wanted to etay Here, or go where my 
brother wae or go where my mother was, and didn't 1 think it 
was too low for-me to stay—at my—wife's house in my condition 
and that I had better go somewhere to a higher climate, and 
I told him I didn't know, and he said, "well, ^won't do for 
you to etay down there it is too low", and he said "wait 
just a minute", and he_called-soraebody over the 'phone. My 
house is within a slock of the etation house. Mr. Jacobs know 
where my wife lives. and“he knew where I was going when 1^ " 

done this talking. I told Mr. Jaoobe that 1 thought 1 would

stay here until I got better, or maybe always, that I Just 
went off for experience, and now felt like I had seen as 






much as I' Wanted.about that food country they claimed,and he 
eaid “it wae not eo good to you, was it, you v/ent up there 
and got tuberculosis", and I said "nG", and he eaid ""but the 
people here take better care of you and I would advise you 
not to etay &ere, I think there is some -trouble out about you 
but if you"do get into any trouble come and ;iee me. I went 
on home, and the next day I was coming up the street and 
passed hie shop, and the young man that worked there told me 

that Hr. Jacobs wanted to see me right away quick, and I told 

— ( 

him all right, and Mr. Jacobs wasn't there, and he called up 

_ someb ody in the Temple Court Building, and he said Mr. Jacobs 

told me to meet him at the steps, and I did so and he carried 
me to the Fourth National Bank Building on the 11th floor-iiud 
and he kept me there about an hour in a private room, and he 
v/ent away some place, I don't know where, ana he told me Mr. 
Bums would be there in a minute, and wanted to see me, and to 
just tell Mr..Burns where I wanted to go and he would send me 
wherever I wanted to go. I waited ana waited and waited and he 
didn't come back, and nobody called for me, and I was sick 
and needed air, and i goes out and catches the elevator, and 
a gentleman met me -and says "are you the boy tha was in the 
office"—and I-.said "yea" , and he said "Mr. Jacobs . s&ijL to 
oome to his plaoe right away", and I went down there and he 
said, "Mr. Burns said that was all right, to stay here, he 
don't think he will need your affidavliMbr- it isn't any good 
anyway". 

Y esterd ay, which was Monday April 27, 1914i I was stand* 
ing on the corner of Piedmont avenue and Decatur sts., and 
Chief Lanford passed by me and he and I spoke about the same 
time, I told him howdy and h$ told me howdy, and he told me 
- ae soon as I had time to come down to ftis office that 

wanted to ee© me-, I goee down to his office in the afternoon, 
about three o'olook, and, he and I had a private talk in hie. 
offioe, and he asked me if 1 was ever-'in Qhioago and 1 told 
him yee sir, and he«*f4 *•-. had .1 fcver^detanuftffidaylf^t&ner .

that, hut I didn’t know how true it was, 1 know I never rniso-

come baok here about eix o'clook Mr. Black wants to see you", 
and r goee to the hoepital for an examination and when I got 
back the chief told me I was too late, and 1 told him I had 
to go to the hoepital and wae examined, and then he told Mr.

I 
have read the same over oarefully and have signed my name on 
eaoh mid every page hereof, and the same ie true in every 
respect. _.... 
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C. .A. Isom testified by affidavit as follows: • 

I am personally acquainted with Jimmie Wren, who is in 
the employ of C. W, Burke, and he ie the brother of George 
Wren, who hae recently finished a jail sentence of 12 months 
Tor simple larceny (stealing #?0,000.oo worth of diamonds fram 
an express wagon) and I am also personally acquainted with 
George Wren. I have seen Jimmie and George Wren with C. W. 
Burke on several occasions, in front of the Grant Bldg., in 
whioh Mr. X. 2. Rosser's office is located, who is an attor— 
ney for Leo Frank. I saw Mr. Bufke come out of the build¬ 


ing and talk with 


V/ren, and I have seen 


them together at other times, one time in front of the Fourth 
National Bank Building, in which Attorney Baaa 1 —office — ie lo¬ 
cated.

He said it was hb9 
solutely true andTie repeated that end asserted it positively 
and he was glad to do it for nothing. Burke did not threaten him 
in any way. I have not been riding in the aitomoblle with Dulfy 
reoently. 

WM. J. BURNS, Sworn for the State (by deposition). I am employed 
to investigate the Mary Phagan murder. I was first employed by 

. Leonard Haas and MT.Herbert Haas, attorneys for Leo M. Franks There 
is still some money due me. There was a oontraot in writing. There 
was no stipulation as to my being paid more in the event I should 
report a certain way. There was not to be a pertiole of differenoe. 
My understanding was th&t I was to make my own investigation and 
find out the facts, I have been in oonferenoes with Frank frequently. 
I concluded after the-*±jai!?fi»*xxfiMtet«itaixa3nt firet time I saw 
him that he waB no pervert. I talked with him many times, and my 
opinion was strengthened eaoh time. A man will indicate in his 
looks or his actions that he is no pervert, or is. I have made a 

_olose study of human nature for many years and I have dealt with 
■ - — - many 

all classes of people. In view of the faot that I have fhfV times 

arrested men who were- considered perverts, I consider my opinion, 

foamed on personal oonferenoes and my knowledge of human nature, 

accurate and trustworthy. I did no-t have any personal oonferenoes 

with James Uonley. I should say after reading the letters, that — 

I felt sure Oonley wrote,and after examining the olothing of little 

Mar^r Phagan,I gave it as my positive opinion that Conley was a par- 


ft 
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vert. Ae to wkx how I knot; Conley wrote those lettefd, I have ex¬ 
amined the writing of the letters yon are referring to and what is 
known as the "murder notes”. I would not say that I wm a handwrit¬ 
ing expert,but there are many oharaoteristios in the writing of 
the murder notes whioh ehow very plainly in the notes written to 
Annie Maud Barter My definition of "pervert" as applied to Frank 
or Conley, there are many phases of the pervert. The sexual per¬ 
vert is a man who satisfies his sexual passion in an unnatural way. 
.Considering Conley in ®mseotion with the letters, I would oail 
him a fiendish pervert, that is, a man whose sexual passion iB 
s;uoh that-he-T70uld oonrait murder in order to satisfy it* in an 
unnatural way. You might take that term, it might take that turn, 
it might take a natural turn. He would be a pervert if it took the 
natural way. There are sarious phases of the pervert. The man 
who mutilates the person and is a pervert in the definition I gave 
is.not usually a man o ignoranoe or a man of eduoation, he might 
be a very ounning man. It is a orime of both the eduoated and 
uneduoated. In my opinion, after reading those letters, I would 
say Conley satiated himself in an unnatural way. Mr.Smith,atto rney 
for Conley, gave me opportunity to see Conley whenever I wished, 
in his presenoe. I didn’t avail myself of that privilege beoause I 
didn't think I would have the opportunity of talking with Conley 
ln the way I wanted with the restrictions there were xkw®s thrown 
about him,. There is a man named Adams who works for me, also 
Botts Rogers* Charles Ison is not an my payroll. He was not j in 
Chioago with - meTUe oame "to my/offioe in Chioago. He oame to see 
a negro by the name of Aaron Allen. He came there with my knowledge 
and consent. It is not true that I had Isom there for the purpose 
of getting a statement from .Allen after Ihad interviewed Allen 
mye elf-for three days^iX didn’t aend for Isitohj at all, I received 
a telegram from here that a man by the nwne of Isom was ooming on 

there. I think the telegram was from Mr.Herbert Haas. Mr,Jake Haas 

a man 

was there at the same time with Afcron All an./ T hava/nam ad O'Neal 
in my employ in Iddianapolis. The negro didn't look very well,but 
I don't remenfcer his being very giok. He oould go around. I inter- " 
viewed him twioe. I did not hear from Isam when he interviewed 
Aaron_Allen* He was sent on from here. They said Mr.Isom knew him 
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didn't get a statement from Aaron Allen which mounted to 
fiiuoh. I never mado any statement to Ieom that .1 oouldn't get any- 
thlng from Aaron A13-9N I wanted.Isom didn't make any report to me. 

I to d him he told me about being put into a oellUith Newt Lee and 
about Newt Lee telling him he was innocent and then of a white 
man being put in the next oell and Newt Lee kxJdc bBing placed there 

-— him. and over he’arlng the white-man say "If you don't keep your 

mouth shut,you will get us all in trouble” and tlu-t the white man 
was^brought baok into the oeUl with Aaron Allen and te reported 
to Aaron Allen this same thing. I know Mr.Hopkins was thwre-ebout 
the same time Allen and Ison were there and got the affidavit. J. 
Jaoobs wua there about me same Time. I don't know anything about 
Jaoobs' swearing to the good oharaoter of Annie Maud Carter.who 
gave these notes to you. I didn't hardly say anything to the 
Aaron Allen. I didn't ourse him,nor abuse him. No suoh 
thing ever happened-as-some money being put out on a table in ■ 
the room where Aaron Allen was, where he oould see it,and nobody 
e se in there. I didn't pay Allen anything. I diiln't authorize 
0 Neal to tell Allen he wanted him over there to do some work in 
oonneotlon with oatohlng some negro who was sleeping with some — 
white woman. I didn't take Aaron Allen from Indianapolis to Chicago 
*t an. I didn't know he was there at all. He was not detained 
there at all. I don't know any negro detective there by the name of 
® el1 * 1 don '‘ fc ]aiow that Charles Isom was pat* $100. through my 
agency to go up there and get that Negro Aaron Allen and get from 
him a statement favorable to Prank. I never heard tell of it. I 
nk aoobs stayed there a day or two. Charles C.Tedder is not 
employed by me. I think he was employed by Mr.Lehon. I don't know - r 
how long Tedder hat been drawing pay from my agenoy here. I don't 
—krrow-astring in the world about Redder befag on the pty roll of the 
Wm.J.Burns Detective Agenoy. He didn't woik on the Prank case that 
I know of. He worked on the Conley ease, you might say, lea em¬ 
ployed to ik on the Prank oase-and the Conley oase, everything

anything anywhere. I don.'t know what Lohon did. Lehon doesn't • j 
181 make sports to me. He is manager if the Southern Office here and 
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also oondmts the New^Orleans. offioe. He ie making intestigation 
into the Frank oase and Conley oase and the Mary Phagan murder 
like rne and getting angles over the oountry. He does not report to 
me in writing. He sometimes reports to me verbally. I do not get 
all the reports eventually and ultmately from all men working on 
this oase. Mr. Serrs has oharge of them. Mr.Sears and Mr.Haas get 
them. Mr.Sears is Just the looal man here. I do not get,either 
verbally or in writing full and oomplete reports as to the investi¬ 
gation going on. These matters are not reported to Frank's 
oounsel before they oome to me ,Jbhey oome to our offioe flr.jt, they 
should. I an not the man who makes the reports to Frank's attorneys 
They report to Mr.Lehon and Mr .Haas. The purpose en objeot in 
dividing it up and my ob ,1eot in m aking subordinate reports -to these - 
men is so. that they will know everything tint is going on. I visit¬ 
ed Mr.V/m.M.Smith in oompany with Mr.DanLehon some week or ten days 
ago* about eight o'olook in the morning. I know that Carlton C. 

Tedder was reporting to Mr.Lehon at th t time. Yos, I asked Mr .Smith 
If he trusted Mr.Tedder implloifly on that oooasion. I wanted, to know 
whether or not he was frank with us In stating he would get oome 
faots or gather some facts In oanneotion with Conley...I was not 
anxious to oonvict Conley and Save Frank, not If Conley wa* innooent. 

I oould not tell exaotly then I first came Into possession of faots 
with reference to-tkis Ragsdale matter. The first time I ever heard 
of It.Mr.Lehon spoke t» me about it. He stated that there was a 
pfeaoher ,and he was baok in the alley, aid when he “go t this far I, ' 

stopped him.- I didn't want to hear about any more people bein g 
in the alleys. Yes, I had suffioAmt of that, baok of the pencil faot 
ory. I had a man In Chloago, who olulmed to have ploked up fch a 
pooket book and memorandum book baok In the alley of the National 
"penoil“f aotorjr, - i f rgetHiIs name. He^eaid“he“ was a“Salvation Army - "" 
men. I did not get" hla af fidavits Mr .Hopkins, I think took an affidavit 
from him. I guess it is In the possesion of somebody here in 
tlanta. X heard so many alley proposit ions.there Just have been 
three or four hundred propositions, I got disgusted. I didn't find ■ 
them anywhere, either In Chloago, New York or Atlanta. The operatives— 

kept telling me about them. Mr. Lehoh and I were continually Joklr$t- 

) 

■ebout the number of men who were down in the alley. Yes, I talked 1 






to this fellow in Chicago,that pioked up some books or things in 
the alley. He ehoed me a memorandum book and told me about it that 
certain writing was in the book when he got it. I examined it, and 
oonoluded it was not Conley’s writing and told him so and that end¬ 
ed it,so far as I was ooncerned, I thought it was his own writing* 
He also had a pocket book. I never made the statement in my life -that 
I had that pooket book in.my possession. I have no poeket book or 
purse that any one olaims to have belonged to Mary Ehsgan? I 
have no mesh bag. X never authorized the statement in any newspaper 
to thi* effeot that I had it. I never at any time made any olaim 
that I had it. I never made any statement in Cleveland, or any other 
oity that the guilty man was at large. The newspapers have said 
many things that are not iwue about- t hi s i n quot i n g _me. They often 
misquoted me. At the time X asked Mr .Smith if he had implioit 
oonfidenoe in this man Tedder, I was not oonoeming myself about 
Ragsdale at" the time. Mr. Tobie is my Chloago men. I have learned 
that he was down here on this case.I only know by hearsay who em¬ 
ployed him. Mr. Tom Felder employed him. Mr;Tobie did not make any 
reports to me. I never heard of any reports he made, except what I 
read dn the newspapers here. '.Then X first heard oflathe Ragsdale in— 
oident.X told them I didn't oare to hear any more of it. I first 
heard of it probably a week or ten-days beforathe affidavits were 
made. Mr. Lehon spoke of it to me in my offioe. I don't know whether 
Charley Sears was present - ot not. Slhe next time I heard of 1 ■ 

Lehon oame to me and told me th^ preacher had made an affidavit and 
that they had run out his record and found it alrlgit. He did not 
tell me anything about Berber* He didn't say he had run out his 
oharaoter, he said it had been run out. I did not pay any attention 
• o it, Yea* I did have a conversation with Mr .Lehon previous to 
tfeat, he oame to me again and told me about this preaoher,anc 
say that he was oorroborated,and X told him that I- wouldi t ha , 
anything to do with a man who would keep that information all this 
-time,and that~he-wae~not-worthy of belief, and that I would not have 
anything to do with it, and to send them to Mr. ROBser or Mr/Arnold 


_a rfl af te r investig at ion If thy saw fi b to t ake it -to dp so. I do n't 

know whether Mr.Lehon oarried out my instructionsi or not. I suppose 

before the filing of amendment 

he did. I think it was two or three days /before I heard that he 
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had made the affidavit. I never saw Arthur Thurman in my life. I 

do not know whether Messrs. Arnold end Rosser were talked to about 

thia matter or not. I never talked to them about it. Ido not know 

of any money being paid out, either to Ragsdale or Barber, nor 

to Thurman or Tedder^ I never paid a oent and never authorized a 

oent to be paid. I do not think this thing would be handled by 

somebody on the side who would not report to me, in older to keep 

me- from knowing it, I don'.t think suoh a thing would ooour. Ho 

would be violating the rules of our agency absolutely to do any- 

thing of the kind. I did not hear through any souroe oonneoted with 

this oase or in any way that Carlton C.Tedder had been supplied 

more 

money for the purpose. I am/familiar with the Annie Maud Carter 
proposition than with the Ragsdale proposition. Ho, it was not my 
partioular discovery. I didn't work up that ong I don't know who 

worked upmthat angle. I found the gLrl at Mr .Haas* offioe, on the 
day she made the affidavit. I never heard of her before. Yes I oame 
in oontaot with a Mr .Wrenn. I have seen both of them, Jimmie Wrenn 
and George Wrenn, I did not see George Wrenn before h e was relafl aad 
from the Tower, I saw than while they were working for C.W.Burke. 

I never saw Mr .Frank in the Jail in oompany with Mr.Buxke in my 
life. I never saw Exxlx«ni Mr. Frank when Dr. Wrenn was there. 
Nothing was said to me about what was going on wh en Dr^wranp wna 
down there. Nobody ever handled anything through Wrem. The first 
time I ever saw Wrenn I sent for him-end ho o am e to my tfffioe. I 
asked who was familiar with those letters a rA they said Wrenn was, 
end I sent for him and asked him to ait down end transl ite hem, 
whioh he did. It was a young fellow about 26 or 26 years old. He 
is the taller of the two. Wrenn read It. Leonard Haas afterwards 
furni^ed the translation. I am telling you Dr.George Wrenn did It 
first and -te n Leonard H aa s did a fterw ards .' Dr. V •en ndld it for 
me. Two of the aounsel were present, Leoiard and Herbert Haas. I 
oould not say how long that was previous to the beginning of the - 
hearing up here on the. extraordinary motion.

I tried to interview 
Monteen Stover. I did not interview Newt Lee. I tried to interview 
Monteen Stover twioe. The firs^J^ime was at Mr.Booretin's offioe, 

I told -Mr.Leonard Haat I would^like very muoh to talk with this little 
Monteen Stover,exoept with her permission, aid he said he thought 
could arrange it.

I have no evldenoe iow with referenoe to this murder I have not re 
ported to Leo M.Frank, or to his attorneys. I keep reporting every 
day and right along. I have made my final report to than. I have 
not it in written fom, 1 Kin going to make a written report. I have 
advised them not to publish it, beaauee of the faot that it looke 
to me as though every witness that is found here is bamboozled, 
or turned about.and I determined and advised them when they found 
a witness to se nd—t he witnesses out of torn to preserve them.Annie 
Maud Carter was sent out of town on my suggestion. Mr.Lehon attend¬ 
ed to that. I sent her to New Orleans. After she made the affidavit 
I advised the attorneys to send her out of town. I do not know "here 
she is stopping. I do not know that she is stepping at 314 Lower 
Line. She is not working for the agenoy down there. I do not 
know who is living at that place. Nothing was paid Annie Maud 
Carter that I know.of. I do not know of anything paid her for her 
evidence by Wrenn.

CROSS EXAMINATION. It was extremely difficult to investigate the.

187 3yer isagfcw* inquired into ir ell my experience. I never in all 
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my life met. with suoh T^preasonlng'prejudloe as there 1 b In this 
oase, to give the facts, juat the simple truth. I have never 
known a oase where It 1 b as hard to hold a man to his st®y, to 
just the simple truth as In this oase, I have never heard tell or 
reas of anything as outrageious as was resorted to in this oase to 
seoure the evldenoe of Minola MoKnight.or the treatment aooorded 
to Albert MoKnigit. I talked to Albert MoKhight after he was late- 
ly arrested, I have read the affidavit made by Albert MoKnight 
that was put in thfe motion for a new trial. He stated that what’ 
he had sworn for the-defense was absolutely true,and he ./was in¬ 
duced to tell the story he did on the stand by Glaborne or Craven. 

I read the brief of evldenoe in this oase. T would say the brief 
of evidance oovered the truth in this oase completely. I read the 
evidence of Jim Conley. I have never known of a white man wit ha 
hitherto unblemished stanat reputation being oonvioted on the 
testimony of a low oriminal negro, who himself admitted to having 
written the notes found by the body of the girl, or of any oourt, 
jury, or aiybody aooepting any suoh v oriminal explanation of t 
orime, My oonolusion as to who was the inrrderer of Mary Phagan, 
so far as all the evldenoe on the trial of a oase is ocnoerned, 
ie unquestionably Jim Conley.

My infonnation as to the terms on whldh this man Smlt h w 
would allow me to talk with him, was provided that he was present - 
and I think he wanted a reporter of the oourt present also, I 
dont think under suoh olroumstanoes I oou ld get a nything out of 
Jim Conley. I examined the letters he wrote in the jail and the e 
olothes of the little glr.

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version In my. life, I have never attempted to g et anything exoept 
what ooijb lderbd tne truth. There have teen hundred bo f rumors 
of a great many people wishing and proving to tell ridioulous 
and what qfc oo nsidered absurd things in this case. It is diffioult 
freguer ly to tell just what motives were prompting them or why 
thep wanted to get into it* whether it Is the truth or not, 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION, One inatanoe I oon name where obstaoles have 
been thrown in my najjr as to getting evidenoe and ascertaining the 
truth, is the 0onley inoident and Montean Stover situation, aid I 
oo ns idered outrageous, perfeotly outrageous. As to why it is. out¬ 
rageous ;for a private individual not to submit to oroesexamineti on 
byfour or five differentjnan.^all In the pay for a conviot and his 
friends,I suppose the object was to get at the real faots and find 
out who was the aotual murdered. It seems a lot of extraneous 
matters have been injeoted into-it, and I oould see there was a 
feeling here on the part of lawyep that intended to interfere with 
a proper investigation of the !oase\^e» fpr instance, yours,(Mr.Dorset 
As to what obstacle you put in the way of a full investigation, you 
refused to disouss this oase with me, after I told you I would re¬ 
port that Prank was innoodnt.

You added, that for some reason 
after you oame out into the hall, Mr.Alexander had gone almost dowi^ 
the Btalrs® As-to what other obstaoles.other than the Monteen Stover 
and the Jim Conley inatanoes were thrown in my way, I asked the 
attorneys for the defense whether it would be possible to eee all 

wittoesses for the State end the defense and they told me it would 
>e impossible to get to *h«a,after we had started on Monteen Stover. 1 
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The-Haas'—told me that. Perhaps Mr.Arnold, I am not sure. Mr, 

Rosser may possibly have told ms • I do not “recoil eot any other 

obstaole that was thrown in my way. Perhaps if I had -‘known you 

■ were going to ask that question I oould have thought it over and 

refreshed my mind. As to why I did not go to see Jim Conley,be- 

oause, as I have said, of the obstacles thrown in my way. As to 
gp where Ic^jU 

why I oould not/get valuable information, I saw and read the notes 
and saw the olothes of the murdered girl and the manner in v/hioh 
the under garments were out. He admitted writing the murder notes. 
As to how I know that Conley ever 3aw or had his hands on those 
garments, why the way in whihh thosegarraents were out , India ates 
to my mind that it was the aot of a pervert, suoh a perverted mind 
as Conley betrays in those notes. The most ridioulous thing that 
has been brought to my attention in this oase.ij the fellows who 
olalm to have been behind that factory, or the alley on that djcy, 
were lined up you *ould think it was a, parade, also those who ss 
claimed to have heard -eoreams there that day. Mr. Haas told me 
about some man who heard soreans in that factory. I don't recollect 
- he terld me-tire na”mes. I did not ever talk to a man who claims to 
have heard soreans. I itmSi never talked to a man who claimed to 
have seen Jim Conley, but the Salwatlon Army man in Chioago. Yes 
I-heard tin Marl /Rioh said that Conley bought a lunch from—her 
dovnthere . I was not therefore looking for anybody in particular 
who saw him come out of the factory. I was looking for anybody 
that had any information on the subjjeot. The instances that have 
ooourred throughout the oourse of this investigation that showed 
prejudice on the part of any people, were the handling of these 
witnesses, the Albert MoKnight matter, an<d the statements that I 
read as havingb een madeaever knew of the effort that Burke made 
to send MoHnight out of town when he was wanted as a witness 
"Tn the Conley oaso. We made AnnJe Maude Carter .a witness, she was 
our witness, and ww wanted to take oare of her,and we were satis¬ 
fied what would happen to her if wa.left her-here. In the investi¬ 
gation of Conley's reoorcL, this is the only instance, his connect¬ 
ion with this oase, I discovere d. As t wh t criminal ant Co nley-— 
oommitted, I have only hearBsy. 
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BAH 8 . B BHON. Sworn for the State (By depos it Ion)My position is 
that of Manager of the Southern Diviston of the William J. Burns 
national Deteotive Agenoy with headquarters in New Orleans. I have 
-■been here on the Prank or Mary Phagan case for the past four or 
oaimot : eoall Just when I oame here* Oooaslonally we 
oal ilr.Burns"Grovernor"* Mr.Burns oarae a few days before I ar¬ 
rived. I take oharge of the work in general, nothing in particular. 

everything that oame to me I thought was neoessary to have to 

do in this matter. y!s to what I am paid in oonneotion with my work 

in this Prank business, it doesn't make a partlole of differenoe 
to me as to my oompensation, I am paid a salary by Mr .Burns and 
this case has absolutely no bearing on my salary. I am not inter- 
estedin the retainer Mr,Burns reoeives. I am interested in the 
money Mr,Burns pays this agenoy here in Atlanta the same as any 
other employee would be in any oonoern or firm. I have no interest 
' at 811 Personally in the money that is received from Prank or 

his friendB and paid to Mr .Burns or the Bums' Agenoy. I have been 
paid on aooount of the agenoy, some monies from our client. Yes, 

I have signed and receipted for the monies that have bear. paid 
for the serviees of Burns and myself and his agm. ts here, I have 
not handled all of it. I don't know who has handled others. We got 

•he money from Mr.Herbert J.Haas,of oounsel for the defense. I oan 

not reoolleot how muoh money we got from Haas at the time Ragsdale 
made his ad ifl avit. I don't reoolleot whether a* nob I got any mon¬ 
ey from Baas at that time. Immediately previous I-got five hundred 
dollars by oheok. I did not‘talk with Haas about the Ragsdale af¬ 
fidavit when I got this money. I reoolleot previously mentioning 
something about an affidavit that was to be made by a proaoher and 
4 never knew Ragsdale's name until the day he made the affidavit. 

As t0 m y knowing my subordinates or the subordinates of the Bums' 
-Agenoy,or Burns himself had been in touoh with a preaoher, I had 
heard there was a preaoher fr 9 m one of our operatives nans d Whit¬ 
field,the same man. who used to work with Pinkertons under Pleroe'. 
heard it from Rogers, a witness for the Stpte. I also heard it 

_ Jro m 0«0,Tedder,a lso in my e mploy . I employed and paid Tedde r. I*_ 

advanced fodder at, the time that I employed him, whioh I think

was a prostitute in a house of prostitution at either Chattanooga, 
or Birmingham, who had information would swear to Frank Being a 
pervert and I instructed him to go and get this information By all 
means; and he also informed me at the same time that he had a very 
important witness in the person of Mark Wilson,a negro, who would 
testify that he saw James Conley Buy a lunoh from Mary Rich,the 
negresa ne^lr the poioil faotory on the day of the murder and that 
Wilson would also state that he saw Conley going Baok to the pen- 
oil faotory.in the alley and ooming out of the alley. He also told 
me there was another witness named Hodge, a negro,who could verify 
and support or oorroBorate the statement of Mark Wilson, and it was 
for that purpose I gave this money to Tedder to defray his expenses 
and he explained to me he was Broke: and needed money and asked me 
to advanoe him a month's salary,whioh I did . it the time I advanoed 
this $250.00 I had never heard of the pre&oher. I do not know a man 
By the name of Petrie, If he is workirg .for the Burns' agency, I 
don't know it. I don't knew anything about him. I never heard of 
the name Petrie Before. At the time I advanced Tedder the seoord, ‘ 
$250.06 I had not then heard of this man Ragsdale. The first time 
that Tedder disoussed Ragsdale with me I think was on the 22 nd of 
April, Tedde¥ told me that Arthur Thurman, a lawyer here, had a 
preacher olient of his, who olaimed to knoTa groat deal ©Bout the 
Frank oase; that he had overheard, some negroes talking in an a^rley 
way and one of them admitted the killing of a girl in the pens il 
faotoiy,and that they were, willing to make an affidavit to that 
effeot. I told him I would Be very glad to get it. That was all 
that was said at that time that I oan reoolleot. The next time, 

- I t hi nk , w aB_ on .the 2 3rd of April, Tedder called me up- o.n the tele- 
phone and said, "Thurman is Bringing those two men to your offioe, 
the preacher and another man, to make a ffidavits." I said,"All right 
have them Brlttg them down." Thuiman came into our offioe and said, 
"Mr.Iehon.this is Dr .Ragsdale end this is Mr.BarBer" pointing to the 
-men-,"thejnreeire~to“make~aff idaflWTri the Frank base"'. I said "Air - 
right" and Thurman withdrew. I asked BarBer and Ragsdale to a>tep 
into my private office and they were only seated a minute and I got 
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my hat upon the raok and aid "Dome on over to Mr.Rosser's offioe, 
the attorney’s." I brought them to Mr .Rosser’s offioe where th«^ 
were first interrogated by Mr.Brandon,as Mr.Rosser was not present 
Ht was during the noon hour. Later Mr » w osser came and in my pre- 
senoe and in the presenoe of young Mr.Tifton.I think it is, the 
stenographer, and Ragsdale and Barber,their affidavit waB taken by 
Mr, Rosser, They were not brought in by Mr.Thurman and Tedder, 
they were brought in-by Mr.Thurman. Tedder called me up on the 
1&ephone aid stated Mr.Thurman was oamlng to my offioe with those 
men. After Mr.Rosser had taken the affidavits of both Ragsdale and 
Barber and then asked them for the nans s of s ome "of _ th eir associates 
or some reputable men here in Atlanta or elsewhere in the State of 
Georgia that oould vouoh for their good oburaoters, and both Rags- 
dale and Barber furnished Mr .Rosser with a number of numes, mostly 
of Atlanta oltizens, anl Mr .Rosser then furnished me wit h his list, 
and I immediately instructed our tfuma.gA operatives,and. went per- . 
sonally to some of them myself,and interviewed two gentlemen at 
lead t in regard to Ragsdale. They are oonneoted with the State 
Mission Board here; one of than was a preaoher named Page, and the 
other man was aoting seeretary of the State Mission Board, Bernard, 

I think his nans is. Idon’t know whether Bernard is an auctioneer. 
He was aoting seoretary of the State Mission Board in the absence 
of J. J.Bennett,who was siok- in the hospital and whose name Mr .Rags¬ 
dale had furnished us, I oalled at the State Mission Board for the “ 
purpose of interviewing J.J.Bennett and found that he was siok. That 
is the first.time- I made an investigation, that is the first time I 

knew-Ragsdale and Barber's names. I think it was a da.v or two 
sjgtually 

previous to when I pt it got the affidavits that I obtained the 
Information from Tedder that affidavit oould be made, IVhen I first 
mentioned the matter to the Governor about a- preaoher being in exp 
istenoe who knew something about this and when I mentioned he was 
in an alley-way he' says,"Ho more of jfchat-alley business. We have 
run enough of that", and. didn't take the thing seriously at all* 

I oould not say-exaotly how long it was previous to the time that ' 
affidavit was actually exeouted that I and V/.J.Burns had this- talk, 
but it was only a few days, • I don't_think I oonnranloated this matter- 
l.tthW.oly oniairoot-. , to the c. Tornor. Ih. reason forth.™., . 
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was beoause I diin't think it was very important myself. From the 
time Udder first mentioned this matter to me until I got this af¬ 
fidavit, I only made one payment to Tedder; that was the day I 
employed him arsi that was aa-odvan-oa-of-a month's salary end $260* 
for expenses to go to look up those witnesses. I got the money from 
Herbert J.Haas on aooount of our servioes. To the best of my re- 
oolleotion it was by oheok. I am not able to say whether it was by 
oheok or by money. I have been paid oash by them and also been paid 
by oheok. I have been paid - so often by oash, I «an not reoolleet 
how often it was. I oan not reoolleot how often I have been pail 
by oheok, I oould not state of my own knowledge whether the oheok 
was signed by Herbert J.Haas individually or as treasurer. I paid 
very little attention to the oheok. I oould not tell you what bank 
the oheoks were on. I turned them over to the local manager, Mr. 
Sears* I don't reoolleot endorsing any oheoks. I don't reoolleot 
any oash or oheok transaotlon at all at the ±± immediate day the 
Ragsdale matter was on. We pay Boots Rogers, a per diem basis. 

We havB no usual austonr of paying our agents. It varies. I did 
not pay Tedder any money the day this affidavit was made. I do not 
know of his getting any money. Tedder was not in my off ioe at any 
tftme that day previous to the money being paM. I do not and do not 
think he was at the offioe of Messrs. Haas, Ho, Ragsdale ani Barber 
did not refuse or delay the exeoutlon cf those affidavits. They 
were only toxious to make them and was wondering why the thing v/as 
being delated so long when they _were extremely anxious to make the 
affidavits. I met Arthur Thurman twioe. Tedder told me he went to 
Blzmginahra, Hashville and Chattanooga. He made verbal reports. I 
did not make daily reports to the Governor or to any of t he Bums 
— Central offioes.-Several men who have been waiking._an this oase 

down here have received oash payments frome. We pay nearly all of 
them in pash money. I don't know whethey they are paid by oheok or 
not* Mr.Sears attends to matters of that kind* I have advanoed sevp 
era!'of the operatives expense money in oash and not by oheok. We 
usually take reoeipts and are filed in our off ioe* I don r t know 
anything about Jimmy Wrenri in oonneotton with this oase at all* 

I do not know him. I don r t know anything about George Wrenn. I have, 

not received reports, from our men with-xwferene* to-,wbafr they had — 
194 in •this o$ee* i 
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George Epps testified in affidavit in substance a 8 follows** 
"I am the Georg# W. Bps who ewore on the trial of the state of 
Georgia vs Leo M. Frank* 

"ffin April 26th, 1913, I lived with my father and mother at 846 
For Street, oity of Atlanta, and I knew Mary Phagan well. I had 
known Mary about a year before She died. I rode on the oar with 
her on April 26-th. We reached the oomer of Marietta and ForByth 
Street^ about 12 o'olook. Mary got off the oar at this plaoe and 
went on down toward the National Penoil Company's plaoe of busi¬ 
ness* As we were oomipj into town on the oar, Mary talkwd to me, 
told me she was going down to the National Penoil Company to get 
her pay. She also told me that Mr* Frank had been trying to flirt 
with her and that she was afraid of him. The evidence that I gave 
on the trial was the truth and nothing but the truth, and I here 
and now say again that what_X swore on the trial is the truth.. 

Soon after the oase waB ended a man oame to me who said his name 
was Terry. I will describe that man bb best I oan. He was a 
short, skinny, low man and always wore a sour grin on hie face. 

He told me when he first met me that he wanted me to take a mes¬ 
sage for him to Capitol Square and Washington Street. I took the 
message. It was to somebody by the name of Smith. I waB never 
able to find this man Smith. I found a plaoe where somebody by 
the name of Smith lived, but I never oould find Smith. The next 
morning I reported baok to Terry, or the man who called himBelf 
Terry, that I oould not find hiB man Smith. Terry waB in front 
of the Aragon Hotel and stopped me as I went along up the street 
and wanted me to take another message for him. This time the 
message was to Mr. Smith again, over at the same plaoe. I took 
this message, whioh was a note, but I oouldn't find his man again. 

I then reported beak to Terry that"I oould not find Smith again. 
This time I reported to Terry at the same plaoe, in front of the 
Aragon . When I reported back this last time, this man who called 
himself Teny asked me if I did net want to trave: with him. He 
said he had a show oompany and wanted me to travel with him and 
that I oould get ^10.00 a week and expenses, - that I would have 

a good time. He said he was going to take some girls along with 
thenu He aded me would I go. I told him I would see about it. 
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He told me to report to him right aorose from the library that 
night* He didn't say anything mere; said he would see me again 
that night. That night I reported where he said meet him, aorose 
from the library. He told m© to atand in front of the House that 
Jaok built. I had to watt for him. When he came, he oame along. 
He said , let‘a walk* along,* and we walked down Cain Street , on 
out to *est Harris Street and'oame book up to Peachtree Street. 

He eaid'he wanted me to go with him - said I would have a good 
time, and get to go to Hew Orleans and would : get out of this 
frank oaue. He kept begging me to go. He offered me $10.00 a 
week and expenses. I said 'Yes, I will go.* He said he would get 
me eome nioe olothes. ’ He told me that night to meet him again 
_the next night In frent^of the Carnegie Way Fire Engine House, be¬ 
tween 7 and 8 o'olook. I met him that night, ready to go. I had 
to wait a long time. When he met me he said he couldn't get off 5 
but would have to wait a wertc - said he wasn't ready, oouldn't get 
his show girls up. He told me to meet him again the next Saturday 
night in front of the Wineeoff Hotel. I went there Saturday night 
and had to wait a long time*—He stood on the oorner and motioned 
for me to oome in the dark. He said he was going to be ready to 
go Wednesday night and would have my olothes and everything ready. 
He told me to -go aheadr-and work for Mr. Miller until he got ready 
for me. He told me to keep this Beoret; not to let ray father a nd 
niother or anybody know that I was going off. I did this, and did 
n't tell my mother and father. I saw him Sunday, ooming down For¬ 
syth Street, Kelly (C,W.Burke) and Terry were together, and they 
stopped »t the oorner of Walton and Forsyth Sts., at the oorner of 
the Post Office building and Kelly left as I oame up. Wednesday 

night I met him at the oorner of Carnegie Way and North Forsyth_ 

Street. He gave me some of his old olothes and gave me one dollar 
in money and told me to go ahead and get a bath and to get ready, 
that we were going off that night at 11 o'olook and for me to meet 
him at the oorner of Forsyth and Hunter Sts. I went ahead and got 
my bath down town and hungarouafa nd go t-s om e suppe r . —At abotttPj . 
10100 1 went to the corner of Forsyth and Hunter and rnet him there 
and he already had m|r ticket; said we were not going to Hew Or- 
leans but we re going to Birmingham. He lutd said before that we_ 
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were going to Hew Qrlcan n.—Be said to go on over to^the Terminal 
Station - that he had some girlts to get. I went over tojthe Ter¬ 
minal Station and when I got there I met a man that had on glasses, 
who looked like a fellow I saw in Birmingham that passed off as 
Kelly. This fellow pretended-he could not see good and asked me 
to help him down the steps* When Kelly and I got on the train, 

Terry was alrerdy on the train and"pretended to get mad because I 
helped this man down the steps. Terry got off the train and told 
me to stay in there - that he would oatoh the train before it left; 
that he had some business to attend to. I went on in the train 
and sat down. Just aB the train was pulling out of the Terminal 
Station, I saw this man Terry ho§ on to the train, but he did not 
talk to me until we got nearly to Birmingham, i do not know what 
beoame of the man who pretended to be blind and who looked like the 
Kelly I afterwards saw in Birmingham. I didn't see him after we 
got on the train. Terry then, when we got nearly to Birmingham, 
oame in and began to talk to me. He said he was going to Btay a 
week in Birmingham with the show. He did not stay with me long; 
said he was going baok to stay with the show girls. I never Baw 
any Bhow girls. — 

"When got off at Birmingham I was with Terry, v/hen I 
got about two blooks from the station, that man that pretended to 
be blind, oame up and grabbed-me; but. he had pulled off hiB glasses. 

I do not say positively that h© was the same man I helped down tte 

£ 

steps but I think so beoauBe it looked exaotly like him. The glass¬ 
es made the dilferenoe. Terry asked the man that grabbed me what 
hiB name was and why he was grabbing me, and the man - who after¬ 
ward passed off aB deteotive Kelly - said to O’erry that I had Btolen 
$10.00 from the Miller Minute Messenger~5ervioe. Kelly Bald he was 
going to take me to Jail. Terry told him not to take me to Jail; 
take me to the^fcotelr,-und said he would pay my ejqpeneee at the hotel. 

"Kelly took me to the Birmingham Hotel and Terry was with 
me. After they got me up to the Birmingham Hotel in Birmingham, Ala. 

Tei ?y th « n wanted to. pay my fine and told Kelly He would-pay it if 
he would let me go. Kelly then ssaid he would ©all uj the chief of 
deteotives and ask if it would be ell right to take the money. 

-*•«//,He called him up, or pretended to call up, -and Kelly, then said - 
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after he had.pretended to talk over the phone - that the detective 
chief said that wasn't the only oaee that they had against me; that 
they had me also for perjury in the Shagen ease. Kelj.y said 
ohief of detective* said to. keep methere until he eaoe. Then both 
Kelly «»wd Terry oommended talkirg to me while they pretended to 

wait for the ohief of detectives* 

"After awhile somebody came in thet they said was the ohie o 
deteotives. He didn't have any uniform. The beet description I 
oan give of this man who pretended to be the chief of deteotivee 
ia as followB:He wbb a tall man, about like Mr. Pat Campbell, whose 
beard came down to a sharp point and whose moustache was clipped off 
-short. All three of them then began to talk to me about the Prank 
oase and what I had sworn on the Prank oase. All three of them told 
me I had sworn a lie and had to oome up and tell the truth or go 
to Jail. I said I had told the truth about it. He said No, I had 
not told the truth and if I did not tell the twuth a out it, 
would go to jail. I said 'I told the truth and that 1 b all I know.' 
He said 'You know you never came to town with Mary Phagan on the 
oar.' He said 'You know that Black put you up to this, and we are 
going to meke it hot>for him.' He rung a bell down etaire and they 
brought writing paper and a penoiland the ohief of deteotiveB com¬ 
menced writing, and wrote three pages and then read them over to me. 
He oommended talking to me and told me I was going to have to say 
this and if I didn't Btiok to it, I would have to oome hack to Bir¬ 
mingham and serve a sentence there. About this time he Bald he had 
to go home and get hiB breakfast; that he would see me after break¬ 
fast and bring a stenographer. 

"This was in November, 1913. I got to Birmingham about 3 
o' dock in the morning and they kept talking to me and did not let 
ae go to sleep all night. ~ Terry thee tookme- outyto get something- - 
to eat and told-me to go ahead end stick to this story; he was go¬ 
ing to take me to New Orleans and they could not brfcher me after 
I got out of Birmingham. He took,me on down and got me something 
to eatfend brought me back up to the Birmingham hotel. Thie time 
the ohief of dete otives brought a man, a stenographer, with him. 

I didn't say anything, but the ohief told me to listen; that wae 
going to have to say that. He said he was going to, have it copied 
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on the typewriter and he would h-r ing -it baok to me at four o ’ olook 
and take me to a lawyer to he sworn in on it. Mr. Terry taken me 
dovm stairs and gave me fE.OO and told me to buy a olean shirt and 
take the rest of it and go tc the shows. About 3:20 I oame out of 
the Bonita Theater in Birmingham, and went up to my room. I was 
sitting in the window looking into the street, when I saw the ohief 
of detectives and Mr. Kelly coming. They made a motion for me to 
oome down stairs. They asked me where was Terry and I told them 
I didn’t know. Then they took me over to a building I don’t know 
the name of and they took me by the jail and said I was going to 
be sworn in and for mi to say that was the truth - that ii: what 
they had written on that paper. They took me to the office and 
started reading it to me, and when it was done they made me hold 
up my right hand and swear to it, and when they got done Mr. Kelly 
took me baok to the Birmiggham Hotel and there we met the ohief 
of detectives, and Mr. Tarry was with him. Mr. Terry got me and 
we went Walking around. That night he sent me on to th® hotel and 
told me to wait until km oome; that he wanted to see the show girls. 
— I went up to my room and went to sleep. I don't know when Mr. Terry 
oame in. The next morning he said he was going to move to the Em¬ 
pire hotel, and we went down stairs and turned in the key and went 
over to the Hotel Empire, He told me to go on up in the room and 
thfet he would Bee me later, and he give me some money. About 8;30 
Mr. Terry oame baok and took us into the oafe which is in the Em¬ 
pire hotel and bought us some breakfast. Mr. Terry got two tel¬ 
egrams and he claimed they were' from Atlanta and that the show had 
to oome baok _to Atlanta before we oould go to Hew Orleans, and that 
night I got ready and we left about 3 o'olook, and we got on the 
train and oame baok to Atlanta, 7/e got to Atlanta about 7 o'olook 
~in =he morning, I think it w as, M r.Terrydldn'1 rider with me all— _ 
the way,’ bht just before we got to liberty Springs, he gave me a 
iollar .and a half- and told me to go to the Gate City hotel and 
"“'stay there and don't let anybody set me; that he would oome up ther® 
199 about IE o'olook and.get I waited a long time and Mr. Tony 

_.didn't oome until one o'olodk, and he told me to go on bhok home 

with Mama; that he was eoming out to see my folks.* He gave me a 
dollar and a half in niekles and dimes and told me to go out to the 
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football gaaa; and I didn't sae. any more of Mr. Tarry until one 
day Just before I wae arrested, and he tbld me that M r . Kelly said 
I had not told the truth and they wanted me to come back and tell 
the truth about it. I eaid 'I hare done told the truth, and I 
don't know anything about it, and there is some orooked wojfe now;' 
and he left me at the ooraer of Edgewood Avenue and Ivey Street 
and told me to go ahead and go baok to work. 

"The reason I signed the affidavit for them in Birmingham was 
beoause they threatened me and I was soared and wanted to get baok 
_1 m@» They said if I didn't sign it I would have to go to the Bir¬ 
mingham Reformatory, and that if I did sign it I would have to 

_Btiok to it; that if I oame to Atlanta and changed it, they would 

take me baok- to Birmingham, and that Binningham would fix me. 

"About three weekB after I oame baok to Atlanta from Birming¬ 
ham, Judge JTindall sent me to the Reformatory at Milledgeville on 
a complaint in the Childrens' oourt. Judge Tindall said he would 
Jba willing to plaoe me on probation, but remembering the threats 
made to me in Binningham by the 'Chief of Detectives' and 'Mr. 
Terry' and 'Mr. Kelly' - to take me baok to Birmingham if I did

‘ ^nd he would read over the one he had oopied and see if it was the 
same one I signed in Birmingham; and I told him Yes^ tha^ wns the ' 

•r " : same one, and,, theh lie hadVe to sign it - the typewritten one that 

2(j(| ^ e had brouglft with^him, and after that a lawyer swore me to it, 

but I don't know hisjwne. He asked me if it was the truth and I 
told him Yes^it was true that it was the same one 1 made in Bir- J 

mlngham; and I signed it, and Mr. Hopkins and the man who olaimed 
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he was a lawyer, left, 

"I wae brought to Atlanta from "the Reformatory at Milledge- 

Friday morning, May let, 1914 Since o owing here I have seen 
a man who was pointed out to me as C.W.Burke. I have seen him 
twice since I came from the Reformatory. On both ocoasione I had 
ample_opportunity to see him well and to watoh him; and I am now 
prepared to say, and do say under oath that he is the man who was 
with me in Birmingham, passing under the name of Kelly; that is the 
name the man known as Terry oalled him; and it was what I oalled 
him, as he was introduoed to me as being Mr. Kelly, and it waB the 
name which he recognised and responded to. Mr. N.A.Gamer was with 
me when I saw and identified Mr. Kelly as he was ooming out of the 
National Pencil Company's faotory on Friday, May let, 1914. The 
man who I pointed out to Mr. Baraer as Mr. Kelly, got in an auto¬ 
mobile - a F*rd touring oar - and Mr. Garner told me that the name 
by which he was known in Atlanta was C. ff. Burke. 

When they had me up in the room in Birmingham all three of 
these men got me over in the corner right at the window and pulled 
down the shades. They cursed John Black, oity detective of Atlanta; 
they talked to me entirely about the evidence that I had given on 
.rank case and insisted that I should change it and would not 
let me hardly say anything to them. They talked low, but I was 
afraid; I am now Just 16 years old. 

"I have read over the above affidavit and it is all true, 
and Ihava placed my name on each and every page thereof after 
having read it." 

Another affidavit of GeorgeW. Epps, in whioh he testifies 
in substance as fol] 
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- "I met Jinmie Wrenn for the first time at the oomer of 
Auburn Avenue and Peachtree Street, and not at Miller's Meesanger - 
Servioe, but four blocks away, or about that. 

"Wrenn did not disouss the Frank oase with witness oasually 
01 aiherwlse iaAtlanta but decoyed witness out of the oity and out 
of the state to disouss it with him. 

n Witness did mot state to Jimmie Wrenn (as C.W.Burke swears 
Jinmie Wrenn reported to him) tliat the tetfWffieay witness had given 


—at the^trlal o f “the Leo M.Frank case was in mas t part ftcrae. nor 
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did witness tell Wrezm he had told some liesjnor that witness had 
been made to tell the lies by detective John Black. Witneao did 
not tell Wrenn that he was going to take a hobo trip; that he was 
in bad with the Brohation offioer and the“detectives ana that wit- 
■ ness was afraid of John Blaok. Witness did not promise to make any 
affidavit for Wrenn anywhere or say that he wpb afraid to make an 
affidavit in Atlanta* - 

"Each and every statement oharged by Burke in hie affidavit 


of May 5th, 1914 ae having been made by deponent to Jimmie Wrenn 
in Atlanta, is absolutely and unqualifiedly false* And if Jimmie 
Wrenn made these statements to 0* W* Burke as ooming from iipFiudt 
witness, said Jimmie Wrenn was "stuffing" Bald Burke with falsehoods 
which heip the said Wrenn, manufactured. Witness's affidavit given 
to Hugh M.Dorsey, Solicitor and sworn to and subsoribed before an 
officer on Monday,Hay’ith, 1914, is a true statement of witness's 
dealings with Jimmie Wrenn* — 

John R. Blaok testifies in affidavit in substanoe as -fal¬ 
lows s - 


"On the firBt day of the Coroner's investigation into the 
death of Mary Phagan, Mr. J.W.Coleman, step father of said Mary 
Phagan, told me about 2:30 o'olook in the afternoon that there was 
a boy down in the lobby of the station house who had told him on 
Sunday and Monday nights that he had gone to town with Mary Phagan 
on Saturday, April 26th, 1913, and that this boy told him he sat on 
the same seat with Mary. Mr* Coleman ^.lso stated tome that this 
boy-down in the lobby had described to him Mary's leaving the oar 
at Marietta and Forsyth Btreeta, her going south along Forsyth St* 
toward the Rational Peaail Fadtory, her conversation in which she 
told him Bhe was afraid of £eo M.Fraok, eto.

Said 
George Eppa oommunioateA certain names to na with the statement 
that these parties could furnish us information on the case. He 
volunteered to go with us, stating that he oould oarry us to these 
parties, and we accepted his offer to go; and we three went out to 
gether to look up these parties. 

"I never was in Mr. Dorsey’s offioe with George Epps be¬ 
fore the trial, as I had been detailed by Chief lanford to work 
with Soott of the llrikertona and report to Starnes and Campbell 
what we might learn. It not being my duty to report to Mr. Dorsey 
at that time, I did not go about his offioe. Furthermore, witness 
never did, at the station house, in the Solioitor General ’b offioe 
or elBewhere direot, tell or suggest to George Epps what he should 
swear in this case. And any statement or insinuation by anyone 
whomsoever to that effeot is utterly false. 

"Regarding the alleged statement of Epps that witness 
put a statement in his mouth to fit the Jim Conley situation, - 
this is false and oould not have been true because George Epps 
made his first statement-before witness knew anything of Jim Con¬ 
ley in the oase t Jim not having been arrested when George first 
made his statement to witness.”

I was with George 
EppB Jr. when he pointed out a man as having passed in Bir¬ 
mingham, Ala. under the name of Kelly. I am personally acquaint¬ 
ed with the man pointed out by said George Epps and kfaow- the matt 
to be O.W.Burke who has been working on the Prank oase. I was also 
with George Epps and city, deteottve 8.L.Rosser when Bald Geo r ge —-— 
Eppa pointed out a man by th.« name of B.Bernard, as being the mpe 
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who represented himself to bo the- ohief ofydeteotives in Birmingham, 
Ala., &b referred to in the affidavit of jaid Eppe attaohed. I am 
personally acquainted with said Bernard and knownthat the roan point¬ 
ed out by said Eppe ae the chief of deteotives of Birmingham is B. 
Bernard of Atlanta, Sa." 

r. p, Barrett testifies by affidavit in substance rb 

followB:- 

"My name is R.P.Barrett. I live at 649 West Worth Avenue 
in the oity of Atlanta; I worked for the national Penoil Factory 
about four year* in all;I was in the employ of said company in 
April, 1913 and at the time of the murder of Mary Phagan; I was 
a witness for the Btate on the trial.of Leo M.Frank oharged with 
the murder of Mary Phagan. 

"I am well acquainted with Jimmie Wrenn, he having work¬ 
ed in the maohine shop of the Rational Penoil Factory at the earns 
time I was in their employ. 

"On a Sunday morning not long after the trial of Leo M. 
Frank, Jimmie ffrenn met up with me at or near the oomer of Mar¬ 
ietta and Forsyth Streets and entered into a conversation with me 
about the Frank oase. We walked down Forsyth Street to the cor¬ 
ner of Trinity Avenue and stopps* there for a little while. Just 
before we separated, Jimmie said to me 'Barrett, you are in a good 
position to make a barrel of money if you will go to Hew Orleans 
and change your statement in the Frank oase.' I asked him; ’What 
do you want me to do?’ and he replied, 'I want you to go to Hew 
Orleans and ohange your statement in the *'rarik case.' X said Jim¬ 
mie, whom are you working for?' And he replied "For Mr. Burke.' 

I did not then know Mr. Burke or what Mr. Burke he had reference 
to. Before I left him, he said "Barrett - if you don't want to do 
this, don't tell anybody. . If you do, tell me first and give me a 
ohanoe to leave town.' We were together there only a short time 
after this, and I left- him. Pretty soon after this conversation 
at the oomer of Forsyth street and Trinity Avenue, Jimmie Wrenn 
oame out to my house early one morning. I was Just leaving home 
sad had walked down towtfrd the oarlitte. Jimmie called me _endJC 
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waited for him. He oame up and said 'Barrett, you haven't said 
anything to anybody about that yet, hare you? I told him Ho. He- 
than said 'Well, don't tell anybody about it; but if you do, let 
m know before you tell, so I oan leave town.' I probably said 
'Allright• - I do not reoall positively. 

"'ihls was the la at of the matter between Jimmie and me until 
Just before or about the time the Supreme Court rendered itB de- 
oieitai in the Leo M.Frank oase. Early in 1914 - I think it was 
in February - Jimmie Wrenn met me in the post offioe_in Atlanta. 

He aBked me if I wouldn't like to make $4.00 a day for about 6 
days-andr-my expenses to Hew Orleans and return. I aBked him wl»t 
to do. He replied iie was working for a press agent from Chioago 
who was going to write a book on the Frank trial; that this man, 
the press agent, wanted to get - a statement from every witness who 
testified at the trial. I told Jimmie I would go and he said 
for me to meet himat the Terminal station at 3:30 P.M. the follow¬ 
ing Saturday afternoon, whloh was the next day. He said he would 
have passes for us. Aooording to my promise, I met him at the 
Terminal station the next day at 3:30 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and he showed me two passes to Hew Orleans and return. I told 
him I would have to go home first before I oould get off. He 
handed ifte a one dollar bill saying 'Here's a dollar for oar fare. 
Hurry back.'- 

"Instead of goijjg home, I went to Solicitor General Dor¬ 
sey's offioe to report this to him, but he was out of the oity, 

I was told. I gave the information to Mr. E.A.Btephens, an as¬ 
sistant to Mr. Dorsey, who advised ine not to go to New Orleans. 

He advlBed me to delay the trip and talk i t over with Mr. Dor¬ 
sey onTiiss return. 

"When I went back to Jimmie at the corner of MacliBon Ave¬ 
nue and Mitohell Street,, we walked down, to Whitehall and Mitohell. 

told.him I oould not go. He said 'Well, if you are Beared, Mr 
Cesiywill.be in Atlanta Monday and I_ will parry you a round t p 
JIvO?' timbal. House to see him, at 2 o'clock in the afternoon.' - 

Mr. Kelly was the name of' the man he maid- was the press agent 
from Chioago.

"During the conversation, he said 'Barrett - what dp you 
do?f I told him I web a machinist, He Bay* 'I have a brother who 
is the master mechanic at the Southern Railroad shops; I might get 
you e good Job at Hutoherson, Kansas. I know the people there. He 
asked me if I was a married man, and I told him I wae. He Bald 
'Barrett, do you know that I aim the man who oaught the murderer 
of Pearl Bryant, in New Castle, Pfc?' 

"In disoussing the blood spots whioh I testified I found fcn 
the Penoil factory, he Bald: 'When you found that spot it waB only 
a white Bpot•' He aBked Ae if that wasn't all I knew about it. I 
told him that when I found it, the white spot waB mised with blood 
"and he replied 'I didn't know that.'. 

"He tried to keep it uppermost in my mind that he waB- writ- 
^ing a t>ook-andr he said 'If you let me win this point you will be 
regarded with enough money to got you a handsome house and lot.'

"This man said to ms 'Barrett, I believe you think I'm try¬ 
ing to tridk you.'

”It web getting late by this time bo I told him I would 
have to go ae I had sons busineBS I must attend to. He had been 
writing while we were talking. When I web about to go he asked 
me to read over what he had written and if I found anything in 
it I didn't like to make a check mark by it. I said 1 didn't 
oare to do it, but he pleaded with me to JuBt Bit down ana read 
it over and oheok off the part I didn't like. I tola him he oould 
write down all he liked and oheok off what he pleaced but that 1 
wou3 oheok nothing off. I then left him after promising to Bee 
him next day, whioh >wever, I did not do. „ 

"The above ia a true statement of events that transpired 
and oomverBatione that took plaee between Jimmie Wrenn and me 
and also between C.W.Burke (the man introduced to me ae Mr. Kelly) 
and me. During the oonverBation in the Kimball Houae~between 
Burke and me, Jimmie Wrenn was in and out the room, doming and go- 
ug as he pleaBed. He seemed to be thoroughly aoouainted with 
'Mr. Kellj as he oalled Burke, appearing to be quite intimate 
and confidential with him. 

"The following week after the murder of Mary Phagan, Mr. 

)rsey or Bomeone had an eleotrioian to run eleotrio lights down 
he basement of the penoil faotory and a very thorough Bearoh 
was mode in the basement for anything that would throw light on 
the murder. Those down there were hun ting for any olueB that 
might be found. There were in the orowd Mr. Dorsey, a stranger 
whom I did not knew, but understood wee a deteotive, - Mr. Pat" 
Campbell, Mr. E.A.Stephens, Mr. Plennie Minor, Mr. Dan Goodlin, 

Mr. N.A.Gamer and I think _ several oity officers. Every nook and 
ooraer of that basement- was searohed, eve.ry box and barrel moved 
and every bit of the trash moved. There was not a book or soratoh 
pad down there that-we-Baw-or^found Wasta paper and trash, when 
oarried to the basement was always piled in front of the famaoe 
and kept there until it was burned in jfche fumaoe. It was con¬ 
stantly burned every week, and there wae no aooumulatlOn of paper— 
and blank* books or other kinds of books down there. 

"Beoker left there in January, 1910, 1 think. I understood 
that he was going to Hew York with the Fabre Penoil Co." 
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N.A.Garner testifies by affidavit in eubstanoe as follows: 

"I am personally acquainted with W.W.Rogers, otherwise known 
as 'Boots’ Roger*. On April 28th, ^914, I had a talk with BootB 
Rogers and aaked hiitwho the ether Rogers was that was working 
for Bums and he said Burns had no other Rogers in the oity of 
Atlanta. He admitted that he was now in the employ of Burns. He 
also stated that he had not ohanged or modified in any respeot 
his evidenoe as given on the stand and it was the truth and noth¬ 
ing but the tnxtji and he would repeat it again* 

"Some time along in the^early part of the year 1914, probably 
about t he month of February, 1914, I saw R.P.Barrett some to the 
offioe of Hugh H.DorBey, Solioitor General. The S olicitor General 
was not present. I was direoted by the Assistant Solioitor Gen¬ 
eral E.A.Stephens to follow said Barrett. I followed said Bar¬ 
rett and saw him meet Jimmie Wrenn, a man k$dwn to me personally, 
and the brother of George Wrenn who was oomvioted in the Superior 
oourt of a $50,000 theft of diamonds.—I saw Barrett and Wrenn 
both at Sig Samuels' beer saloon on Mitohell Street, between Broad 
and Forsyth. Wrenn had a grip. They stood there and talked a_while. 
I am personally aoouainted with both of these Wrenn Boys and know 
that they are brothers." 

S.I.Rosser testifies by affidavit in substance as follows: 

_ "On Tuesday morning, April 28th, 1914, while at work on in¬ 
vestigating witnesses with referenoe to the extraordinary motion 
of leo M.Frank, I was in searoh of a negr o b.v t he name of Frarik - 
Reese. I found said Frank Reese in an alley running from Hunter ' 
street between Frazier and Terry Streets, known as Kingley’s Alley. 
I had info moti on that Frank Ree»e lived in the first house lead- 

— •—lng-froim-Euh.t ro~ gtreat^and as I turned in the alley and started 

towards this hd^se on the right I looked at the end of a little 
blaekamith i&op or old building of some kind on the left,, and 
there stopd Georgs Wrenn, Frank Reese md Dan Goodlin standing 
olose together in conversation. I know Qeofge Wrenn, the man 
oonvioted of a ! SO,000 theft o f - di a m onds and who has Just finish- 
208 64 servln ® a in the Fulton oounty Jail therefor. He was 

— commonly known among the inmates of the jail as ’Dr, Wrenn.’ 
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this eaid George Wrean or Dr. Wrenn being the brother of Jininie 
Wrenn c - eaid Jimmie Wrenn being the men who has been assisting 
C.W> Burke, -said O.W.Burke being a witness signing the affidavit 
of O.Burtis Dalton in Florida and.the notary public purporting to 
attest what purports to be an affidavit from an old negro woman 
by the name of Mary Rioh." 

Dan M. Goodlin, Jr. teatifies by affidavit in substance as 
follows: 

"On Tuesday the H8th of April, 1914, I went in oompany with 
Charles Sigfls^ whoa I had arrested on a warrant from the Munici¬ 
pal court of Atlanta, to the vioinity of Butler street and Fra¬ 
ser street. We went there to look for a man who had agreed to go 
on Sigels' bond. We found the man we were looking for and all 
three of us stepped into a blacksmith's shop to fix up the bond. 
Just as I came out I saw a young negro boy by the nickname of 
"Peavine", - and he said ’You soared me"; I thought you wuz cornin' 
after me.’ And then I saids'Where do you live?' He pointed to 
where he lived. I then said 'Well, I'll know where to come when 
I want you.' George Wrenn had been standing nearby, in front of 
Peavine 1 s house. Just then he came up to me and asked me some - 
-thing about how the sheriff's race was coming. About that time 
Bass Rosser walked up. There was no conversation at all between 
myself and George Wrenn or Peavine about the Frank case or any¬ 
thing connected with it. We Just had a few casual- words conversa¬ 
tion." 

George W. Epps,Jr. testifies by affidavit in substance ae 
follows: 1 

"I am-the George Epps who testified in the trial of the 
oase of the State of Georgia va leo M.Frank. Since signing an 

affidavit th is m o m ing with-refarenoe ^to-^what- ooeurredr in Blr—- 

minghaa, Ala., I have seen on the street the man who took me 
fro® Atlanta, Ga» to Birrninborn, and who passed with me under the 
name of Terry. I picked him out on the street at a bootblack 
stand near the oomsr of Hunter and South Pryor Streets. I spoke 
to h i m and he spoke to me. I called him 'Mr. Terry.' I am po—-—— 
eitive that he is the man. I never knew him under any other name 
e x o ept t he name Terry. Hr. H.A.Garner was with me at the time I 
saw him and add reseed the man at Jimmie wrenn, and Terry asked: 
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•ffhat did you oall me, Kelly?’ I said ’Ho, I didn't call you 
Kelly; I palled you Te rry - the name you. gate me.*" 

Fred Perkerson toatifiea by affidavit In substance as follows: 

"My name Is Fred Perkerson. I am employed by Mr. J.J.Wood side 
About the latter part of the summer Of 1913* I was sentenced to 
serve a term In Pulton county Jail for drurikehness on the ykk pub¬ 
lic fairway and I served thlB sentence at the county Jail and for 
praotioally this entire time I was allowed the freedom of the jail 
ae a Jail trusty, as the prlBoners- serving sentences are uBed to 
do "the labor around the jail. 

_ "There w as ala>v-«-white, prison er se rv in g a Jail .Ben tenoe whom 

the prisoners knew as Dr. Wrenn, i<b he helped the oounty phyBioian 
and gave the Blok meftidine a and looked after them whea-the-oounty 
physician was not present at the_Jall. I have., seen several of 
hiB brothers visit him at the oounty Jail .but their names I do not 
know. I have Bhlned their shoes for them when they vtBited him 
at the Jail. I hove seen Jewish friends of Mr. Prank give Dr. V/renn 
cigars and buy him drinks and I have oarrjked papers from the Jail 
office up to Mr. Prank, and Dr. Wrenn would sometimes request me to 
ask Mr. Prank to let him have some of the papers to read, when Mr. 
Prank got through reading them, and I have told Mr. Frank of this 
request of Dr. Wrenn and have oarried some of the papers from Mr. 
Prank's oell to Dr. Wrenn. 

"While I was there I often carried meals to Conley's oell 
and also cleaned up his eell for him. Dr. Wrenn has talked to me 
and Prank Reese, who was also serving a jail sentence and who was 
also a trusty and who had aooess to Conley's oell and who helped 
olean up his eell at times. Dr. Wrenn would talk to us usually 
?hen Deputy Qllle.land would go to the front tcTget his dinner. 

Dr. v/renn told us that we had good ohanee to make some money. 

He said that both of us eould go Into Conley's oell wing together 
and then oome out and say Conley had confessed to us that he had 
killed the girl. He told us that ws eould get lots of money for 
this, - that theJews would pay'us well if we would do thir. He 
told us that we would got out of jail after OhrlBtmae at the end 
of our Jail senteneea and that we would have no money and flat 
this wa j|ror ohanoe to get some money.

We "Would be broke.I remember he talkedto meat leaBt a half ozen- 
times about thie, eometlmee talking to me by myself and sometimes 
to Reese and myself* 

"I remember at one time Dr. Wrenn wee talking to Conley in tha 

presence of myself and Reese, and he told Conley the thing for Mm 

to do when he got his sentenoe wee for him to take the murder on him 

self and in this way fra* Hr. Prank. He told Conley that he would 

only get about 6 or 1 8 months sentence and maybe that in Jail and 

that he oould newer be tried, again and that if he would take thie 

murder on himself, that Mr. Prank would go free and that Conley 

wouia get a lot of money for it and that he oould never be tried for 

it. Conley deolined to do this. Dr. Wrenn was in Conley 'b oell wing 

very often. I have been looking for him at times to get medioineB 

for Borne siok poonaoi prisoner and find him in Conley's oell. 

«* 

"I told Dr. Wrenn finally when he kept on after me to tell 
that Conley had confessed to me that I didn't eee why Dr. Wrenn did 
n'tdo this himself; I told Dr. Wrenn that he had as muoh opportunity 
as I had to go in Conley’e oell'and he oould swear that Conley had 
oonfessed to him as well as I oould that he had confessed to me. Dr. 
Wren n replied : ’You’re a damn fool p I ®m not going to get mixed in 
it.’ I told him I wouldn't get mixed in it either. He said ’You

"I saw Annie hand Garter start into Conley'8 oell wing one day 
and we oalled to her and told her die would be looked up.if she went 
in there and she stopped at the door and talked to him. I never 
saw Annie Maud Carter go into the oell wing of Conley. " 

Mrs. George W. Jefferson testifies by affidavit in sabstanoe 
as follows: 

"I am working for the McClelland Bakery oomp&ny on Hunter Street. 
I wbb in attendance as a witness on the trial of the State vs Frank 
for 2 weeks and went on the Btand on Thursday. 

"On Monday after the trial 1 went ha ok to the Pencil Faotory 
and went up to see my forelady and She told me they had given my 
maohine away. And 1 went to see Mr. Barley,- and Mr. Barley 8 aid 
that he did not understand that the firm Intended to lay me off 
but that he thought I misconstrued the thing and didn't tell the 
truth end would rather I would go he.ok to Mr. Dorsey and say that 
I swore an untruth about the strings at the faotory and about the 
blood Bpots oh the floor. I told him I oould not do that - that I 
had sworn the truth and nothing but the truth. He gave me back my 
Job on Tuesday and I went baok to work. 

"As I swore on the stand, the. strings with whioh penoils were 
tied were always kept in ths'polish room, but the morning I went bask 
to work after the trial, Mr. Barley oalled my attention to strings 
hanging around in the metal-rooM and all around in the building and 
I Bald I never had seen any strings in ther« before, and Mr. Barley 
said : *Well, they fed been there and I probably never noticed them. r 
But 1 never had seen any strings before exoept in the polish room, * 
There a few were kept. 

"My forelady Mary Pirfc also insisted that I had not told the 
truth on^the stand, and tried to get me to state that the stains

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"When I went to Ur* Dorsey's office to here my Bubpoene sign¬ 
ed so that I eopld get my money - this being on Saturday after the

Sam¬ 
uel Boorstein's office and said he had. nothing whatever to do with 
it; said he was oalled over there after she got there. He told Mon¬ 
teen that he wanted her to tell him Just how she went to the faotory 
and baok and bhe replied that she had already told it and if he want¬ 
ed to see it, to go to Mr. Dorsey's offioe and he would show it to 
him.ThiB made Mr. Burns very mad because Monteen would not go over 
the ooourrenoes for him, and he turned and spoke to Mrs. Frank and 
said 'You are an unfortunate woman;- you are up againBt it; you will 

have to wear the thsarjisl it might as well be you as anybody.'_ 

"When Mrs. Frank was here in the morning, she told me that 
a lot of people censured her for not going to see Mr. Frank at first 
but -she said the- reason-Bhe didn't go was -on-acconnt of family af¬ 
fairs. 

"When Montean told Mr. Bums he oould go to Mr. Dorsey's of¬ 
fioe and see what she said at the trial, Mr. Bums said 'Are you

Mrs. H.W.Edmondson testifies by affidavit in subBtanoe 
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"About three weeks age on Friday before Mr. Butob went to New 
York on hlB last trip,, Mr. Samuel Boorstein, a lawyer, sent for my 
daughter Monteen, to oome to his offloe. He said he Just wanted 
her to make the same statement to him that ahe made on the stand at 
he trial of Leo M.Frank; that ht did not hear the evidence then 
and had not heard it and he wanted to hear her statement personally 
because he felt.a great interest in the oase and beoause he was a 
friend of the family. Mr. EdmondBon thought he was a friend to us 
all. We oonsented Just beoause of that friendship and asked Mr. 

--Boorstein if there would be anyone else there, and he gave me his 

word of honor that no onewould be there exoept us, so I deeided to 
let her go up there, and I went with her; and Mr. Edmondson went 
with us. t was about 18 o'olook noon when we left home and we 
went right to his offioe and there was no one in his office when 
we got there - not even Mr. Boorstein himself; but he came in a few 
minuteS—later, first question he asked Monteen was 'if she 

had ever been to school any.' Then he went on and asked her a thou 
sand questions, some of them relating to the oase and some of them 
didn t tou i it. He asked all about the boarding house I was running 
and he asked Monteen 'if she didn't go to the penoil faotory that 
Saturday-for some other purpose than Just to get her money.' We were 
in Mr. Boorstein's private offioe end we had been there for a long

we 'talked on for a few minutes, and Mr. Edmondson spoke up and said

Nobody said any¬ 
thing to us outside of the offiee except Mr, Boorsteln and that 
lady in the offloe but there were half a dozen or more men out 
there, but I didn't know them; and there were two men in Mr. Boor- 
stein's outer offiee who were newspaper men. Ihere was no one in 
'the private of floe exoept Mr. Boorsteln, Mr. Bums, Mr. Herbert 
Haas* Mr. Edmondson, Monteen and myself and Mr. Ba uzln ." 

Monteen Stover by affidavit, testified that the faots stated 
by Mrs* H.W.Edmondson were true. 

Mr. H. W. Edmondson by affidavit, testified to the same faots 
as MrB. H.W.Edmondson, and in addition thatjafter my wife and 
daughter left Mr. Booretein's office, Mr. Boorsteln, Mr. Burns, Mr. • 
Herbert Haas, Mr. Rauzin. and myself were in the office and Mr. Bunas 
says to me 'Bo you believe Monteen went to the faotoiy that day?' 

And I said 'Yob, sir; I know she went.' And-Mr. Burns replied; 

'She didn't go to the faotoiy and I have evidence to prove that she 
didn't.' And I thought and believe yet that he said that to draw 
me out to say something against Frank, and I Just composed myself 
and let it go at that and went on out of the office end oaught up 
with my.wife and daughter and oome on home; and I haven't seen Mr. 
Burns since.. (This happened on the Friday befofe Mr. Butob went to 
New York, about 3 weeks ago."

"Some time about the latter part of March or the first of 
April, 1914 I met O.W.Bnx frs. Burke was at wo ik on .the oaseof the 
State vs leo M,Frank. He asked me to try to looate~a negro by the • 
name of Maik Wilson and also another negr o by t h e name.of william 

these negroes Wilso* and Whatley were working at the time Mary Phagwa 
||| fas killed in a livery itable next door to the National Penoil Coup- 
many's pl*ae of businsas and he wanted to uhcrtr by them that they 
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heard a girl orying in the national Penoil Company' e plaoe of bu-— 
siness about 8:80 o'oloek in the afternoon, in the basement. He 
said that they wanted to find William Calhoun to show by him that 
t he de teotlves had h im d own at the station house to talk with Jim 
Conley. He.said that Conley stated to the detectives that he oould 
show by Calhoun that he didn't pull the staple on the basement 
door at the basement of the factory and that If the deteotlves 
found Calhoun and had hiij down there and confronted him and Conley, 
that Calhoun would swear that he, Jim Conley, did not pull the sta¬ 
ple. The deteotlves, said Burke, got Calhoun and had him down, 
but Calhoun stated that he did not know Conley. Busker said that 
Calhoun might know a whole lot and he wanted to get hold of him. 

Burke promised to pay me and did pay me wh il e t r ying t o l ocate-~~ 

these negroes - three dollars a day. I found out and reported 
that Mark Wilson had gone to Virginia. I found out at the home of 
William Calhoun that he was at 4888 Wabash Avenue, Chioago. I found 
that Whatley had been in the ohaingang. I went to the ohaingang 
and found that he had Just gotten out, which I reported to Burke, 
and then I discovered that he had been living in DoverB Alley in 
Atlanta; and then I dropped that part of the investigation. 

"I am personally acquainted with one Jftn Wrerm. Jim has been 
working with O.W.Burke on this Prank oaBe and 1 b at work on it now. 

I reoeived a note about the first of April from Wrenn, telling me to* 
see Burke. I saw.C.W.Burke and he wanted me to go to Chioago to get 
an affidavit from Aaron Allen, a negro that I had known in Atlanta. 
Burke also stated that he wanted me to talk while In Chioago to 
William Calhoun. I was paid three dollars a day and given one hun¬ 
dred dollars to oover expenses on this trip. Burke said he wanted 
to show by Allen that he had been in- the oell with Jinr-Conleys and 
that Conley had confessed to him that he murdered Mary Phagan. 

Burke said that lake Jacobs, a Jew living in Atlanta,had been up 
in Chioago trying to get this affidavit. He aleo stated that StileB 
Hopkins, an attorney in the offioe of I.Z.Rosser, one of Frank's at- 
torneye^ was then in Chicago. Burke said that Allen was sore with 
Burns' men'and didn’t know those men and that if it took any dinners, 
olgars and setting .up, for. me to use whatever money was neoessary 
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to get Allen In a good honor• Burke eald ‘Sell Allen that the 
deteotiveB and Horsey will all he down and out and we will he up; 
so don't he afraid on their aooount and melee an affidavit.' 

"I left Atlanta on April Snd, 1914 and a rrive d at Ohioago 
on April 3d. X went to the office of V7.J.Bums' Deteotive Agenoy 
in Chicago in the Transportation building. I met there Aaron Alien. 
Alle n tol d me that Buma' orowd had arrested him in Indianapolis 
and had brought him to Ohioago. Allen furthermore stated that he 
had oonBU|»ptio» and was nearly dead and had been in a hospital about 
six months in Indianapolis. Allen oame into Bums private offioe 
and there 1 talked to him alene. Allen Sold me he was not in the 
cell with Oonley at all and did not know Jim Oonley and never spoke 
to Jim Oonley in hie life. Allen further said that no detective 
had ever spoken to him about Jim Conley until he was approaohed some 
time reoently in Indianapolie, Ind. by one of Bums' men. 

"I talked with Allen two hours, and after my talk with Allen 
J personally reported to W.J.Butob that Allen said he didn't know 
anything at all about the matter* that Burke had instructed me to 
ask him about, and that he didn't know Oonley and that he had never 
talked to any deteotiveB about Oonley except at Indianapolis. Bums 
throwing his hands out to oneslde, said to me'Well, why did he leave 
Atlanta?' I said to him: 'Allen tells me that he left Atlanta of 
_hla -own free will^and aooord.' Bums then said 'Well, where did he 
get hold of three hundred dollar*?' I said ’Allen tells me that he 
got that money Belling whl akoy and running a gambling house.' 

Bums said'Ho is a God Damn lie and ,'luet loyal to the polioe and he 
is afraid that if he goes baokthore, they will jump on him.' Then 
Burns said'Go on baok and talk to him age in; you can make him oome 
aorose.' I told Burne that I was hungry and was going out to gdt 
a lunoh and I then left and was gone about an hour and a half. When 
I got baok to Burns' offioe after lunoh I found Allen looked in a 
little room in the rear of a larger room on the door of whieh was 
printed 'Fire Esoape.' In the room where I found Allen was a large 
oage, which one^cf Buma® negro detectives showed me oould be set 
up in a very short while, made to resemble a oage in a Jail. I ... 
talked to Allen in this reoa. Allen on this seopnd visit ^toId met 
'Mr. Isom, will make that affidavit, but it will be a liar'

I told Allen I didn't want him to make this affidavit unless it 








was the truth. I then went in and told to B ums that Allen Bald 
he would make that affidavit hut It would he a lie. Then Burns eald 
'I will tall to him in a few mteutee.' In'a few minutes Bume went 
hack and got Allen and brought him in hla office. Bums then said 
^ to ^Allaa.- 'Yon Rod damn_baatard; yon are-Just loyal to- those policemen- 
and*you are telling me a damn lie and you just as well come on aorosa 
and tell me all about it. 1 After thiB the door which led into Bums' 
private offioe was closed and I heard loud talking hut oould not un¬ 
derstand what waa aald. I aftejwerds oame from Chioago to Chattanooga 
on the same train, with W. J.Bums; and the next morning on the sleep¬ 
er Bum* told me that Allan gave him the very affidavit that he want 

ed after I left Bums' offioe that night. _ 

"While I waa in Bums' offioe talking to Allen, on the day I 

got to Ohioage, Bums was talking to William Calhoun in the next^-, 

room. Stilea Hopkins oame out of the room in which Calhoun was, 
for the purpose of^Stalking to me in the hall, leaving the door open 
into Bums' room. When he opened the door I reoognized Bums' 
voioa und eaw Calhoun, and I heard Bums say: 'You are a damn liar, 
you bastard, youl' Calhoun told Bums he was not at the station 
house in Atlanta and that the detective* had never talked to him 
about Jim Conley and that he die not know him. 'This man's name was 
never mentioned to me until your men oame out to my houBe tlj£ other 
day' Calhoun said. Hopkins passed out of the room in whioh Bume 
and Calhoun were, into the hall, and said to me: 'Don't say anything 
to anybody about mybeing here. Don't tell Allen that I am here.' 

Hopkins said that Bums' son saidrthat Allen wanted to talk to him, 
and Hopkins said 'Tell him that it is not Hopkins who is here, but 
somebody else' - those name he gave me but whioh I have forgotten. 

I then went baok and talked to - Alien. - Ar little while after that 

they let C alhoun go. BurnB 1 eon to ld me that th ey got an affidavit__ 

from Calhoun but I did not aee it and do not know what it was. 

"After Calhoun left a white man went into Bums' office and 
Bums and Hopkins talked to him. He was in appearance a Jew. I do 
not know his name. Bums' son afterwards showed me an affidavit 

whioh he said was sighed by the man that I -saw goiflg into the offioe

to talk to Hopkins and Bums. I read the affidavit. It was signed

the rear of the National Pencil F acto ry 1 s plaoe of bueineBB on the 
afternoon of April 26th, 1913. The-a-ffi davit said he left because 
sentiment was so strong that he was afraid he would get into some 
trouble. The affidavit stated that he told a deteotive about the 
Betters testified to in this offioe and that the detective's name 
was 'Shott' or 'Soott'. That the deteotive said to him that he, 
the deteoiive, wae running that business and for him-^feo—go-ahead 
“radrattend to hiB business, and that he, the deteotive, would look 
after that matter.
